J was speaking recently with a former 
member of the U.S. Army Special 
Forces about guns. 

Now a civilian and businessman, he 
talked about some of the guns he owns 
and is interested in. In the course of 


our conversation the subject of gun con¬ 
trol and gun control legislation came 
up. He stated he believed gun control 
was needed to curb crime. Even if only 
10 percent of the illegally possessed 
guns could be kept out of criminal 
hands as a result of gun control legis¬ 
lation, it would be worth it, he said. 
Law-abiding and authorized people like 
him will always be able to obtain fire¬ 
arms, he said confidently. 

But, no, he won’t. Not if some of this 
“gun control” legislation gets passed 
and signed into law. What this guy and 
many other people like him — people 
who like guns but have absolute trust 
in their government — don’t realize is 
that there are many, many people in 
our government and media and other 
segments of society who want ALL pri¬ 
vately owned guns confiscated and pri¬ 
vate ownership of ANY firearm per¬ 


manently banned. 

I’ve talked about these anti-firearms- 
ownership types plenty of times in this 
column: Their origins, philosophy, men¬ 
tality The bottom line is that we have 
an alarming number of benighted, 
brainwashed people in this country who 
are convinced, for various reasons, that 
all the guns in the hands of the private 
citizens MUST be rounded up and con¬ 
fiscated. 

Many basically pro-gun people — that 
is, people who believe in law-abiding 
citizens being allowed to own guns — 
have ultimate trust in their elected 
officials and the media and are un¬ 
aware of what’s really behind all the 
“gun control” legislation...unaware of 
the true motive behind all the rhetoric 
about how we HAVE to DO SOME¬ 
THING to stop/control crime, etc., etc., 
etc. 

Here are a couple of examples of the 
grave threat to our firearms freedoms 
in some contemporary “gun control” 
legislation, aimed, ostensibly, at “crime 
control.” 

First, consider President Bush’s

The version I’ve seen, H.R. 1400, as 
introduced this year, contains provi¬ 
sions for making it a serious crime to 
“import, manufacture, transport, ship, 
receive, or possess an ammunition feed¬ 
ing device” — magazine — which has 
a capacity for more than 15 rounds, 
and for setting up a federal registry 
to keep track of the transfer of all 
such magazines legally possessed be¬ 
fore the law is enacted, which includes 
“identification and address of the per¬ 
son entitled to possess the device; and 
such other information as may be re¬ 
quired by regulations promulgated” 
under the law. In other words, the fed¬ 
eral government will, under this law, 
strictly regulate possession and trans¬ 
fer of centerfire magazines holding 
more than 15 rounds. Law-abiding 
citizens will be prohibited from mak¬ 
ing, transporting, selling or possessing 
new magazines and those possessed 
before the ban will be strictly regu-

A number of school boards on the 
West Coast have passed resolu¬ 
tions barring military recruiters from 
appearing at their high schools. At the 
same time these boards voted to con¬ 
tinue to provide anti-war groups access 
to their students. 

These actions have outraged many 
across the country. One such person 
is U.S. Representative Gerald B. H. 
Solomon, a Republican from New York, 
who has called the recruitment bans 
“anti-American clauses.” Solomon also 
notes that the districts which have 
introduced the anti-recruitment regu¬ 
lations, including both the Oakland 
and Los Angeles Unified School Dis¬ 
tricts, seem to be attempting to con¬ 
vince other school districts across the 
country to take similar actions. “The 
word is. . . that they are communicat¬ 
ing with other high schools and col¬ 
leges throughout the country in an 
attempt to build a ground swell for 
these resolutions” 

Rep. Solomon has now introduced 
legislation in the House which would 
cut off federal aid to any school which 
deliberately inhibits military recruit¬ 
ment. 

High Tech Privacy Invasion — Bus¬ 
inessmen and civil libertarians don’t 
often agree. But a new measure tucked 
inside of a counter-terrorism bill spon¬ 
sored by Senator Joseph Biden Jr., 
Democrat from Delaware, has both 
camps lining up on the same side. The 
measure calls on telephone and com¬ 
puter companies to provide the govern¬ 
ment with a method to unscramble 
private electronic messages and tele¬ 
phone conversations which have been 
encrypted to insure privacy. 

The measure was introduced because 
new electronic equipment is now avail¬ 
able to corporations and individuals 
which allow them to encrypt voice and 
data transmissions. The technology is 
so effective that even the supercom¬ 


puters at the National Security Agency 
are having great difficulty in unscram 
bling the encrypted messages. This has 
led to worries that criminals and ter¬ 
rorists will use the technology to de¬ 
feat government surveillance efforts. 

Businesses fear that competitors 
could use such “trap doors” for cor¬ 
porate espionage and that they could 
no longer guarantee privacy to cus¬ 
tomers. Said one manufacturer of en¬ 
cryption devices, “People have no idea 
what kind of threat to privacy this is.” 

Old Wives Tale? — A popular super¬ 
stition holds that a diagonal crease in 
the ear lobe indicates that a person 
may have heart problems. Most physi¬ 
cians in the West dismiss the notion 
as an old wives tale. Chinese acupunc¬ 
turists have long asserted a link be¬ 
tween the heart and the ear-lobe. 

Now, however, a researcher at the 
University of Chicago, William Elliot, 
has released the results of an eight- 
year study which he claims does indeed 
show a heart-ear lobe connection. 

The study used 27 separate groups 
of four men and women each. It found 
that those who began the* study with 
no signs of heart disease but with the 
ear lobe crease, had eight times the 
rate of sudden death, heart attack, and 
bypass surgery, than those without the 
crease. 

Tornados and Mobile Homes — 
Many people have noted what seems 
to be an eerie link between mobile 
home parks and the proclivity of tor¬ 
nados to strike them. The American 
Meteorological Society has confirmed 
the link. It reports that 37 percent of 
the 250 tornado related deaths in the 
US. between 1985 and 1989 were of 
people in or fleeing mobile homes. 
Some 15 million people live in mobile 
homes in the US. The society urged 
that all mobile home parks be equipped 
with storm shelters. •

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Pre-Hospital Management: 


Near-Drowning Victims 

‘The pre-hospital care provider can be a deciding factor in whether a 
patient is ultimately listed as a drowning victim or a near-drowning victim’. . . 



Drownproofing and water safety courses can be 
fun as well as life saving. 


In this article the author, a paramedic and fire¬ 
fighter, describes the physiological aspects of 
drowning and lists treatment procedures for 
trained professionals — The editors

J N the United States, there are over 
6,000 deaths annually from drown¬ 
ing. It is the third leading cause of 
accidental death By definition, drown¬ 
ing is death from asphyxia induced by 
submersion in a liquid. 

Near-drowning, then, is the success¬ 
ful break in the chain of events that 
begins with submersion and ends with 
death. Initial care rendered to such a 
patient, especially in rural or isolated 
areas, often determines whether or not 
that chain will be broken. 

The pre-hospital care provider can be 
a deciding factor in whether a patient 
is ultimately listed as a drowning vic¬ 
tim or a near-drowning victim. To pro¬ 
perly treat such a patient, it is helpful 
to understand what occurs during 


drowning. It is also helpful to under¬ 
stand what factors are truly important 
in managing this type of patient and 
perhaps dispel some myths surround¬ 
ing factors that are often stressed but 
are of questionable importance and 
therefore of little value in the pre¬ 
hospital setting. 

As stated earlier, drowning begins 
with the submersion of the patient in 
a liquid. The ensuing chain of events 
is referred to as the hypoxic march. 
Upon initial submersion, Step I, the 
victim holds his breath. This results 
in hypoxia (inadequate oxygen) which 
leads to tachycardia (abnormally high 
heart rate) and hypertension (increase 
in blood pressure). Hypercarbia (ab¬ 
normally high level of carbon dioxide 
in the blood) begins. Anerobic (liter¬ 
ally, “no oxygen”) metabolism produces 
lactic acidosis. 

Step II begins when the respiratory 
breakpoint is reached. At this time 
hypercarbic and hypoxic drives stimu¬ 
late inspiration — of water. Thchcardia 
continues, as does tissue hypoxia and 


metabolic acidosis (decrease in blood’s 
pH as a result of acid production by 
the body). 

During Step III water enters the 
lungs. Peripheral airway resistance in¬ 
creases. Reflex vasoconstriction (de¬ 
crease in the diameter of the blood ves¬ 
sels) of the pulmonary vessels occurs. 
This results in pulmonary hyperten¬ 
sion and the development of pulmonary 
shunts. Lung compliance decreases re¬ 
sulting in “stifflung syndrome” which 
increases resuscitation difficulties. 

Fluid shifts begin during this stage. 
Regardless of the medium, fresh or 
saltwater, the direction of shift is from 
the lungs, through the alveoli and into 
the blood. Alveolar surfactant is dimin¬ 
ished. With saltwater, this is caused 
by actual loss of the surfactant. With 
freshwater the chemical structure of 
the surfactant is sufficiently altered 
to render it useless (denaturation). 

The decompensation stage of drown¬ 
ing, Step IV occurs next. At this time 
the victim gasps for air, inhaling more 
water. The water and surfactant mix 
with the air to form foam and froth 
in the lungs and airway. The flux of 
water into the blood continues. The 
victim begins to swallow water. This 
results in emesis (vomiting). Apnea 
(cessation of breathing) recurs. At this 
time conciousness is lost. 

Step V, the neuronal dysfunction 
stage, is characterized by a breakdown 
of the blood-brain barrier. Brain dam¬ 
age begins. 

Up until this point the body has 
reacted to hypoxemia (inadequate 
levels of oxygen in the blood) by in¬ 
creasing the heart rate. The tachycar 
dia has resulted in an increased oxy¬ 
gen demand. Now, at Step VI, cardiac 
dysfunction begins. Bradycardia (ab¬ 
normally slow heart rate) starts. This 
progresses to arrhythmias (absence of 
regular heart beats) and finally asy¬ 
stole (absence of any heart beat). 

At Step VII, biological, or irrevers- 
able brain death occurs. 

Step VIII is characterized by death 
of the somatic, or vegitative processes 
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A toy boat, a tub of water and an unsupervised 
child can lead to a drowning. 

of the brain. This is the final step in 
the above outlined hypoxic march — 
death by drowning. 

Wet drowning occurs in 85-90 per¬ 
cent of drownings/near-drownings. Wet 
drowning is so called because the vic¬ 
tim’s lungs are flooded with water. The 
eight steps of the hypoxic march ac¬ 
curately describe what actually hap¬ 
pens with the victim of this type of 
drowning. 

In 10-15 percent of drowning/near¬ 
drowning incidents, laryngospasm 
(spasms of the larynx) occurs during 
step III, effectively sealing the trachea 
and protecting the airway from aspi¬ 
ration. Known as “dry drowning,” the 
victim essentially dies from suffoca¬ 
tion, with little or no damage to the 
lungs or its surfactant. 

In some near-drowning victims, a 
phenomena known as “secondary 
drowning” occurs. In the last several 
years, researchers seem to be placing 
less emphasis on the tonicity (salt con¬ 
tent compared to that of body fluid) 
of the inhaled/ingested water. Studies 
have shown that pulmonary edema can 
occur as a complication secondary to 
near drowning in both freshwater and 
saltwater. The mechanisms producing 
the edema are different, but the result 
is the same. A period of up to 72 hours 
of improvement is suddenly followed 
by fulminating pulmonary edema. The 
fulminating pulmonary edema that 
occurs after successful initial resusci¬ 
tation and clinical improvement is 


referred to as secondary drowning. 

There are several variables which 
play a large role in the survivability 
of the near-drowning victim. Was there 
any trauma to the victim? It would be 
self defeating to hyperextend the neck 
of a patient to ventilate him and sever 
the spinal cord. Cervical spine injury 
is always a possibility. Were drugs or 
alcohol ingested by the patient? What 
are the patient’s underlying medical 
problems? Is the patient epileptic? A 
diabetic with depleted glycogen stores 
will be somewhat difficult to resusci¬ 
tate until some glucose is on board. 
Is the incident the result of anaphy¬ 
laxis (severe allergic reaction) brought 
on by a sting from a jellyfish or injes- 
tion of clams? If at all available, wit¬ 
nesses and associates should be inter¬ 
rogated to determine a history. 

Panic also is an important factor 
affecting the outcome of the incident. 
If an individual resignedly slips below 
the surface, following a shipwreck in 
the North Atlantic, or is unconscious 
prior to entering the water, his prog¬ 
nosis is much more favorable than that 
of the person who panics and struggles 
to get air into his lungs. Panic releases 
large amounts of catecholamines into 
the bloodstream (fight or flight syn¬ 
drome). This stimulates tachycardia 
which raises the oxygen demands of 
the heart. As the myocardium (heart 
muscle) becomes increasingly hypoxic, 
it becomes increasingly irritable. Ecto¬ 
pic beats (beats originating in an un¬ 
usual area of the heart) become fre¬ 
quent until ventricular fibrillation 


occurs, followed by asystole. Thus, in 
this instance; the rescuer is attempt¬ 
ing to resuscitate and infarcted myo¬ 
cardium. 

The patient’s approximate age is very 
important. It is generally accepted that 
infants and toddlers possess a mam¬ 
malian diving reflex. This is a series 
of physiological responses to immer¬ 
sion that results in peripheral vaso¬ 
constriction and shunting of blood to 
the brain, heart and lungs. Reflexive 
apnea and/or laryngospasm keeps the 
lungs dry, as well. Recent studies refute 
the existence of such a reflex in humans 
of any age. Though controversial, the 
existence of such a reflex and the belief 
that it is stronger in young children 
would help explain the predominance 
of children in any list of near-drowning 
survivors. 

Time of immersion obviously enters 
into survivability. However, unlike 
anoxia out of water, anoxia of sub¬ 
merged tissue does not appear to have 
such rigid limitations. 

Besides a victim’s age, duration of 
immersion and general health, prob¬ 
ably the most decisive factor of all is 
water temperature. Studies on animals 
and humans, as well as data gathered 
from accidents, show that immersion 
in very cold water lowers the body tem¬ 
perature, slows the metabolism, and 
decreases the oxygen requirements of 
the body. The saying “A patient isn’t 
dead until he’s warm and dead.” is ever 
so true for the drowning victim. 

The hypothermic drowning/near¬ 
drowning victim presents special exa¬ 
mination and handling challenges. One 
authority, J.R Orlowski, warns, “A full 
minute or even longer may be required 
to detect a single heart beat or breath 
in a severely hypothermic patient.” 
Additionally, “The cold and bradycardic 
heart is very irritable and fibrillation 
is easily induced.” A core body tem¬ 
perature of about 85 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit will probably be refractive to 
defibrillation attempts. Based on the 
available information, the individual 
who has fallen into ice water, if han¬ 
dled properly, has a good chance of full 
recovery. 

Treatment — Treatment of a drown- 
ing/near-drowning victim is aimed at 
relieving hypoxia. Mouth-to-mouth 
ventilations can and should be begun 
in the water as soon as the victim is 
found to be apneic. It is difficult to 
palpate the pulse of a healthy person 
while you are both in the water. Any 
attempt to do so on a victim is a waste 
of precious time. If the patient is not

hypothermic, once out of the water 
CPR should be performed if indicated 
(absent heart beat). 

A cervical immobilization (rigid col¬ 
lar) device should be applied at the 
earliest opportunity. Expect the patient 
to vomit and have suction ready, if pos¬ 
sible, to prevent aspiration. In the 
absence of spontaneous respirations, 
the patient’s airway should be secured; 
preferably by endotracheal intubation. 

The patient should be ventilated 
with 100 percent oxygen using a bag- 
valve assembly. A nasogastric tube 
should be passed to remove stomach 
contents and facilitate respirations. 
The Heimlich maneuver is contrain¬ 
dicated in uncomplicated drowning vic¬ 
tims as it will almost certainly pro¬ 
duce reflux of the gastric contents 
with the risk of aspiration. 

An intravenous of Dextrose 5 per¬ 
cent in water should be started and 
run at a keep open rate, if someone 
is on the scene who can initiate an IV. 
Metabolic acidosis will interfere with 
resuscitative efforts. This should be 
treated by the intravenous adminis¬ 
tration of Sodium Bicarbonate, ImEq/ 


kg in the adult and 2mEq/kg in the 
child. Cardiac dysrhythmias should be 
treated following standard ACLS (Ad¬ 
vanced Cardiac Life Support) protocols. 
Management is simply aimed at reliev¬ 
ing hypoxia, preventing aspiration, cor¬ 
recting acidosis and monitoring or 
maintaining cardiac activity. ALL vic¬ 
tims of near drowning should be trans¬ 
ported to a hospital for examination. 
This should be stressed very strongly 
to any reluctant patient or parent. 

Treatment of the hypothermic drown- 
ing/near-drowning victim has the same 
objectives but is a bit more compli¬ 
cated. If the patient’s temperature is 
85 degrees Fahrenheit, rapid, gentle 
rewarming is indicated. This can best 
be accomplished by immersing the 
trunk in a warm water bath. Below 
85 degrees, the heart is refractory to 
defibrillation attempts and medica¬ 
tions. Once the patient’s temperature 
has reached this level, slow warming 
(1 degree centigrade — about 1.8 
degrees Fahrenheit, per hour) should 
be initiated. This is best accomplished 
using heated blankets. En route to the 
hospital, hot packs taped to the oxy¬ 
gen humidifier bottle and oxygen tub¬ 
ing will help to warm the oxygen being 
administered to the patient. T.G. Mar¬ 
tin, author of “Near-drowning and Cold 
Water Immersion,” recommends that, 
“In warm water victims, mouth-to- 
mouth breathing should begin in the 
water. In cold water victims, unneces¬ 
sary manipulations and hyperventila¬ 
tion should be avoided because both 
induce ventricular dysrhythmias.” 

Warmed oxygen, warm blankets, 
cardiac monitoring, and very gentle 
handling are the recommendations for 
handling the cold water near-drowning 
victim. Except for asystole or ventric¬ 
ular fibrillation, CPR (and endotra¬ 
cheal intubation) should not be per¬ 
formed on the severely hypothermic 
patient. 

Although not of primary concern to 
the pre-hospital care provider, it is 
good to know the complications that 
can result from a near-drowning inci¬ 
dent. While these should not be cited 
for the patient or parent, these are 
the reasons the patient needs to be 
seen at the hospital regardless of his 
apparently fully recovered condition. 

Secondary drowning, tracheal necro¬ 
sis, pneuonia, pneuothorax and ne- 
crotising pneumonitis can set in from 
hours to days after the incident. Since 


the brain is deprived of oxygen, cerebral 
edema is not uncommon in the near¬ 
drowning victim. This can result in sei¬ 
zure activity or other neurological 
manifestations. It may be difficult to 
convince an adult he is not “alright” 
following resuscitation, but that should 
also be considered part of the near¬ 
drowning treatment protocol. 

Obviously, for anyone concerned 
about this subject prevention of drown¬ 
ing should be almost as important as 
knowing the protocol for its treatment. 
Encouraging the development of pro¬ 
grams to teach CPR to students and 
housewives and employers should be 
high priority for any service minded 
organization. 

Helping to initiate drownproofing 
education at neighborhood pools would 
serve the community far better than 
a campaign to clean up litter. 

Lobbying for legislation that would 
require swimming pool owners to fence 
in their yards might not be popular, 
but could reduce pediatric drowning 
deaths by as much as 80 percent. As 
with most other accidental injuries, 
drowning/near-drowning can best be 
treated by education and prevention. • 


NEAR-DROWNING PROTOCOL 

This protocol applies to the nor- 
mothermic or near normothermic 
victim. 

Unless you are trained in water 
rescue, be wary of attempting a 
rescue under conditions which 
may result in your becoming a 
victim instead of a rescuer. 

Administer 100% oxygen. 

Assist or supply ventilations as 
needed. 

CPR if life threatening dysrhyth¬ 
mia is recognized. 

Start IV of 5% Dextrose in Water 
(D5W) at a keep open rate 
(usually 40 cc per hour). 

Administer 1 mEq/kg (adult) or 2 
rriEq/kg (child) of Sodium Bicar¬ 
bonate intravenously. 

Immobilize cervical spine. 

Monitor cardiac status. 

Transport on backboard. 

Expect the patient to vomit — be 
prepared to clear the airway with 
resources at hand. 

ALL near-drowning victims need 
to be evaluated at a hospital, 
regardless of apparent condition.

Once we received a sample Traveler 
from Del Industries, along with lots 
of very helpful literature, the mystery 
was instantly cleared up. 

The Traveler is a high quality, light¬ 
weight, portable ozone generator which 
employs ozone — a powerful natural 
cleansing agent which can be created 
electronically — to purify water. It kills 
bacteria, viruses and giardia cysts, 
eliminates disinfection byproducts, dis¬ 
tasteful odors and colors and destroys 
organics which produce cancer-causing 
chloramines. Ozone also eliminates 
pesticides, iron and manganese water 
quality problems without chlorinated 
byproducts. 

Ozonation of water is becoming a 
popular alternative to chemical treat¬ 
ment such as chlorine which can cause 
illness and irritation of the eyes and 
nose, etc.

provided, drop the ozone dispenser at 
the other end of the tubing in the bot¬ 
tom of the water source and plug the 
power cord into any 110-120-volt AC 
power source. The Traveler should be 
at least six inches above the maxi¬ 
mum water level. The ozone flow is 
regulated by a knob on the unit. There 
is some vibration during operation so 
be sure to place the unit where it has 
a base or support to contain any move¬ 
ment caused by the vibration. The 
Traveler can also be permanently 
attached to the side of a spa or holding

The Delzone Traveler, Model ZO-150, 
measures about 12.5 inches long by 8 
inches wide by 2.75 inches thick.

HEN Saddam Hussein's tanks 
rumbled over the top of tiny 
Kuwait 3,100 Americans and 4,600 
Britains suddenly found they were the 
involuntary guests of the conquering 
Iraqis. 

As their stay stretched into weeks, 
it became evident that “hostage” best 
described these people's condition. 
Some expatriate foreigners caught in 
Kuwait could not have turned down 
Saddam's hospitality because of wives 
and young children with which they 
were traveling. Others could have 
evacuated themselves fairly easily had 
they thought to pre-plan. 

Kuwait is not unique. American bus¬ 
iness people throughout the world are 
continually at risk to the fortunes of 
war, economics and creaky Third World 
infrastructure. No matter what else 
they may wish or think, when the flag 
goes up it is incumbent on each indi¬ 
vidual to implement their own evacu¬ 
ation strategy. U.S. embassies have an 
enviable record of getting traveling 
Americans safely out of hot spots, 
but one must always assume the les¬ 
son of Kuwait. In this case, State 
Department personnel themselves 
were made captive. Without outside 
help it was up to each person to work 


out their escape. Many more than 
everyone officially reported did manage 
to reach freedom. 

I took great comfort and satisfaction 
watching a black-robed Filipino priest 
thump a combat model Remington 870 
down on the table at the front of the 
airport waiting room. Back in the 
corner, an army officer was accompa¬ 
nied by his personal bodyguard car¬ 
rying an M2 carbine. For Americans 
unused to open displays of military 
hardware in commercial airports, the 
scene may not have lowered one’s anxi¬ 
ety level. However I was in the process 
of implementing an emergency evacu¬ 
ation plan. The weapons, I hoped, 
would tend to discourage anyone intent 
on thwarting my personal plans. 

The concept I was implementing was 
originally put together by my father 
who labored for 37 years in places like 
Rome, Tbl Aviv, Casablanca and Frank¬ 
furt back at a time when these were 
really jumping places. I further refined 
the concept living in Cuba when it fell 
to Castro and in Tel Aviv and Athens 
when Arab terrorists roamed there 
almost at will. 

My own “emergency” started some 
four months previous when three field 


hands working at an agricultural ex¬ 
perimental station in the highlands 
north of Malaybalay on the southern 
island Mindanao in the Philippines 
were shot down by elements of the 
Communist New Peoples’ Army. 

From my hotel in Cagayan de Oro, 
I spread the word that the NPA com¬ 
munists were a dastardly gang of mon¬ 
sters intent on enslaving the poor peo¬ 
ple, not helping them. I talked to hotel 
maids, clerks, porters, busbo3^s, bar¬ 
tenders, and taxi drivers, always push¬ 
ing the truth that it was cowardly to 
murder poor farmers whom we were 
trying to help. 

Some of the workers with whom I 
conversed took slight issue with my 
branding the NPA a bunch of power 
hungry hypocrites, but for the better 
part of a week nothing happened. 
Finally a taxi driver working the hotel 
lineup out front told me to hop in as 
I passed. He took me to a baseball 
game in progress. At the game I stood 
at the fence for a few minutes till a 
young, 30-ish fellow came up from 
behind and started talking. His Eng¬ 
lish had more of a Spanish lisp to it 
than a Filipino brogue. The man claim¬ 
ed he was Commandante Zero, the local 
NPA chief. 

In the course of the next 20 minutes, 
the fellow told me many things Had 
I accepted them all, they would have 
included the fact that he really was 
the local NPA organizer and leader, 
that he had planned the raid on the 
Malaybalay ag station, he was an 
attorney by training and that his guys 
did not kill my workers. “Jealous 
farmers did it,” he claimed. “We are 
here to help the poor people, not kill 
them,” he told me over and over. 

“Actions speak louder than works,” 
I responded. We did not agree on any¬ 
thing much except to meet and talk 
again. 

As customary, I would make reser¬ 
vations at the Mindanao Hotel in 
Cagayan de Oro. His person at the 
hotel would see the reservation and tip 
him off regarding my next trip down 
from Manila. In the meantime, Com¬ 
mandante Zero was to further inves¬ 
tigate the three murders and possibly 
bring me the names of the “jealous 
farmers” who, he said, did the deed. 

Now several months later I was in 
Cagayan again. To the best of my 
knowledge, word had gone out to Com¬ 
mandante Zero advising him of my 
planned arrival. After checking into 
the hotel I walked down the long, noisy 
hall, the porter carrying my bag ahead.

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Desert Survival: 


Nature’s Furnace 

The desert can be a demanding environment. . . 

By Bob Newman 



T O borrow a popular adjective from 
today’s younger generation, the 
heat was “awesome.” My team and I 
had traveled from the ever-sprawling 
metropolis of San Diego into the Mojave 
Desert to conduct some training for the 
Marines at the Marine Air-Ground 
Combat Training Center at 29 Palms. 
Needless to say, the climatic conditions 
differed markedly from the two locales, 
despite the fact that only about 130 
or so miles separate the two points. 
When we stepped from the air-condi¬ 
tioned comfort of our vehicles, there 
was no doubt we were in a desert. 

What struck me first about the place 
— besides the heat — was the bright¬ 
ness. I quickly retrieved my polarized, 
UV/IR blocking sunglasses from the 
car, and put them on. Mr. Bolle should 
be cannonized and made a saint. 

That was the summer of 1985, and 
now, given the situation on the Saudi 
Arabian peninsula, there is a renewed 
interest in desert survival. This arti¬ 
cle will discuss the “Seven Enemies 
of Survival” (ASG August ’90) and a 
systematic approach to survival known 
as the “Pattern For Staying Alive,” 
as they apply to one of the most chal¬ 
lenging survival environments — the 
desert. 

Thirst — Water is going to be a pri¬ 
mary concern for the survivor in a 
desert, obviously, and if he wishes to 
prolong his existence for some time, 
he must act quickly and efficiently to 
procure water. His every action must 
be carefully thought out, for one mis¬ 
take out here and the gig is up. 

In the deserts of the American south¬ 
west, humans have learned to survive 
under the most arduous conditions 
because they adapted to the situation, 
much like the plant and animal life 
that have existed there for thousands 
of years. A desert dweller knows how 
to find water — yes, it is there — and 
use it wisely. For instance, arroyos, 
which are gullies carved out by water 
during times of heavy seasonal rains, 
often hold water a short distance below 


the surface. Try digging down a ways 
on the outside bends of the watercourse, 
or at the base of concave banks. If there 
is any green vegetation nearby, dig at 
the downward edge of the growth. 

Other indicators of water are bird 
droppings along rock crevices — water 
may be at the base of the crevice — 
insects gathering in a particular area, 
birds all headed in one direction at 
dawn and especially dusk, and where 
two game trails converge, following the 
single trail the two form frequently 
leads to water. 

Got a map with you? Check it over 
carefully. Typographic maps usually 
show the location of wells and cisterns 
that may still be usable. 

Can’t find any water? No big deal. 
Break out that transparent plastic bag 
you stuffed into your survival kit and 
create one of the most efficient water 
creators known to survivors: a water 
transpiration bag. This rascal will put 
a solar still to shame if set up correct¬ 
ly, and it beats a vegetation still as 
well. If you have Five minutes to spare 
and some cordage to tie the bag off 
and down, plus some form of living 
vegetation, you can make one. Here’s 
how: 1) Place the bag over a branch 
of the vegetation, in direct sunlight,

and tie it off around the limb. 2) At 
the lower most corner of the bag, 
gather some of the material together 
and tie it off with one end of a suit¬ 
able length of cord. Tie the other end 
of the cord to a rock or other heavy 
object so that the bag is pulled down 
somewhat. This lower end of the bag 
is where the water will form. 

Just how much water can you expect 
from your transpiration bag? That 
depends primarily on the plant you are 
using. I have seen one plant yield just 
over a gallon of water per day for six 
days, with a different branch being 
used daily. I have placed as many as 
six bags on one shrub and had excel¬ 
lent results. If you don’t have a plastic 
bag or two in your kit, put one there. 
Now. 

The vegetation still and solar still 
can both be quite effective too, but are 
not as productive as the transpiration 
bag. Remember that the next time you 
are wandering about the desert. 

Oh, by the way, purify the water 
your bag produces before consumption, 
just to be on the safe side. 

Predrinking is believed to be an ex- 
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Reptiles are common in the deserts of the American southwest and I 
can either prove hazardous or beneficial to the survivor. 



cellent way of preventing dehydration 
for acclimatized people in the desert. 
By drinking more than what feels or 
seems adequate before setting out in 
a low humidity desert, a man can sub¬ 
stantially reduce the risk of dehydra¬ 
tion because the excess water will be 
used in the perspiration process via 
decreased urinary output. This ‘‘inter¬ 
nal canteen” effect has saved many a 
desert dweller’s life. 

Thinking about rationing that water 
you have? Forget it. That water is 
doing you no good whatsoever in your 
canteen. Drink it now. Get it into your 
body so it can be used. Countless men 
and women have been found dead of 
dehydration in the desert with plenty 
of water in their canteens. They were 
rationing. If you feel like lowering your 
position in the food chain, ration your 
water. The vultures will appreciate it. 

To reduce the rate at which your 
body loses water, avoid hasty or strenu¬ 
ous actions, if possible. Plan out your 
tasks and perform them in a steady, 
methodical manner with frequent 
rests. These tasks should be accom¬ 
plished in the early evening and early 
morning. Night should be used for 
travel. When resting during the day, 
never lie down on the ground. Build 
a low platform just about 18 inches 
high to sleep on. The temperature at 
ground level may be 45 degrees higher 
than a mere 18 inches away. 

Wear sunglasses if they are avail¬ 
able. Glare reduces your ability to 
judge distances and hinders night 
vision, too. Since you will be traveling 
at night, this is not good. And keep 
your sleeves rolled down, your head 
covered and footwear where it belongs 
— on your feet. All these things will 
help reduce the chances of sunstroke, 
heatstroke, sunburn, etc. 

Hunger — You are undoubtedly aware 
that water is generally more impor¬ 
tant in a survival situation than is 
food. However, long-term survival will 
demand you acquire food, and the 
desert is just the place to get it. 

The deserts of the world, especially 
those such as the Mojave, are ripe with 
vittles of all sorts, plant and animal 
alike. Unfortunately, many of the 
plants do not appear to be readily edi¬ 
ble to the untrained eye — and sto¬ 
mach — and during the day, animal 
life seems downright non-existent. The 
reason for these outward appearances 
is simple — Mother Nature has pro¬ 
vided the desert’s flora and fauna with 
keen defensive instincts and strategies. 
Many of the desert’s plants are tough, 


grizzled, thorny and plain uninviting. 
They have to be in order to survive. 
And the wildlife? They’re there, but 
during the brutal day, they hide out 
to escape the heat, only to venture 
forth once the baking sun sets. Quail, 
coyotes, deer, doves, rabbits, mice, rats, 
bats, insects and a staggering array 
of reptiles call the American deserts 
home. All you have to do is catch them. 

So what is the key to finding out 
what plants are edible and how one 
should go about catching these crit¬ 
ters? Easy. Study. That’s right. Learn 
about the desert’s flora and fauna long 
before setting foot in the sand. Know 
the ecosystem. Know the habits of the 
animals and the appearances of the 
plant life. You need not be at Ragnar 
Benson’s level of trapping and snaring, 
though that is a worthy, albeit lofty 
objective, nor need you be a Bradford 
Angier or Bernard Shanks along the 
lines of flora identification. You sim¬ 
ply need to become proficient at know¬ 
ing what creatures are where and when 
to find them. Once that is done, a sim¬ 
ple trap or snare will almost always 
do the trick. Plant identification, on 
a basic level, can be accomplished by 
reading and some practice in your spare 
time. If there is a survival course being 


offered in your area, check it out. It 
probably contains information on your 
neighborhood plants. If you live some

distance from a desert, consider one 

of the courses offered by a variety of 
organizations in the southwest. My 
partner, John Lamanna, and I teach 
a wilderness survival course for L.L. 
Bean’s Public Clinic Program, and we 
place a great deal of emphasis on plant 
identification for long term survival. 
You should as well. 

Keep your traps and snares as sim¬ 
ple as possible, and remember to design 
them for one species of animal. General 
purpose snares are generally less effec¬ 
tive. Desert critters often dwell in bur¬ 
rows and crevices, or beneath over¬ 
hangs. A series of snares in these 
locales will often produce for you. 

Vary your diet. Don’t just eat plants 
and don’t just eat animals. Your body 
requires fats, fiber, carbohydrates, 
minerals, protein and so on. No one 
type of food can provide for all your 
body’s needs. 

Fatigue — The desert can be a demand¬ 
ing environment, to put it lightly. 
Never — repeat — never underesti¬ 
mate the serious nature of desert sur¬ 
vival and the plethora of problems it 
can create for you. Being in sound phys¬ 
ical condition before it’s too late is one 
way of preventing or lessening the 
effects of fatigue. Never work so hard 
at a given task that exhaustion sets 
in. When the senses become dulled 
from exhaustion, your predicament 
takes a potential turn for the worse. 

Work and travel should be performed 
during the coolest parts of the day and 
night. Early morning hours just after 
dawn are a good time to do whatever 
needs to be done, be it shelter building, 
food and water procurement, fire prepa¬ 
ration, signal construction or what 
have you. 

And be damn careful when traveling 
at night. Use a walking stick to probe 
ahead of you if there is insufficient 
moonlight or when traversing rugged 
terrain. Watch where you step. That 
branch you are about to trod upon may 
have fangs and a bad attitude. Avoid 
placing your hands in places you can 
not see into or onto, such as crevices 
and outcroppings. 

Removing yourself from the problem 
is a proven method of survival. How¬ 
ever, depending upon the situation, 
movement may not be the wisest course 
of action or even be possible. You must 
have a destination, and it must be 
attainable. You must have a logical 


and effective plan of attack. Think. 
Where am I? Must I move to live, and 
if so, where will I move to and how 
will I get there? You’ll love it when 
a plan comes together and be dead 
when it doesn’t. Simply put, be sure 
to engage your brain before placing 
your body into motion. 

Pain is a messenger of sorts, a mes¬ 
senger that must never be ignored or 
put off for a while. Pain tells you of 
injuries and malfunctions you have sus¬ 
tained. Tend to these immediately, 
or stand-by to become buzzard bait. 
Scrapes, punctures, blisters — no mat¬ 
ter how minor in appearance — can 
all become life-threatening in a very 
short period of time. 

One of the best ways of preventing 


pain is prior preparation and common 
sense employed as one. Common sense 
dictates that those new Danner’s you 
just picked up should be broken in 
before setting out on an outing. A 
light-colored, full-brimmed cotton hat 
is a good idea in desert country, as are 
a light pair of gloves. When moving 
at night, wear eye protection. No need 
to perforate an eyeball with a mesquite 
twig. Think pain avoidance. 

Self-aid skills are of paramount 
importance to the survivor. So, you 
weren’t using a walking stick when 
traveling at night, fell into an arroyo, 
and gave yourself a technicolor com¬ 
pound fracture of the right femur, eh? 
Little problems such as these are not 
good for morale. Not good at all. 
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Before you black out from the Zen 
level of pain you are experiencing, you 
must stop the bleeding, which may be 
arterial since the femoral artery lies 
adjacent to the femur, and quickly 
gather splinting material. Then you 
must apply traction to prevent further 
damage due to crepitus (the grinding 
together of the bone ends) and achieve 
bone realignment. Then you must 
apply the splint properly and dress the 
wound to prevent additional damage 
and infection. Partner, with this type 
of wound, you only have a few moments 
to heal thyself. Could you? 

Your first/self-aid kit had better be 
complete and present in your survival 
kit. You had better have taken some 
first aid courses. The next time, you 
had better use a walking stick. 

Fear — Fear is a healthy emotion. It 
lets you know when you are in danger 
or are about to be. The fearless man 
is a myth. 

Every time that I strap on a para¬ 
chute and find myself standing or sit¬ 
ting in a precarious position at the exit 
of some sort of aircraft, I am a trifle 
scared. A bit fearful. Somewha t fright¬ 
ened. Okay, Fm downright petrified! 
But that’s good, because it means I 
recognize the situation as being poten¬ 
tially hazardous. The day I no longer 
feel that fear is the day I quit jumping. 

Fear, when properly channeled, 
makes you act. You come across a seven 
foot long western diamondback ratt¬ 
lesnake, Crotalus atrox. It is ten feet 
away. You could just go around it, but 
despite your 1 fear of this animal, you 
choose another course of action . Select¬ 
ing a hefty rock, you project it toward 
the vile beast in a manner designed 
to impede its further existence. The 
rock strikes, but does not kill the snake. 
Plan “B” is brought into action. You 
commence to whomp the bejesus out 
of it with your walking stick. You kill 
it, skin it, cook it up and chow down. 
Your fear of the snake did not cause 
you to act. Rather, it was your fear of 
continued hunger. 

Self-confidence will help reduce your 
fear to a manageable level. An exten¬ 
sive acquisition of survival knowledge 
and practical experience will boost your 
self-confidence. 

Strangely enough, many survivors 
have described profound feelings of 
boredom during their survival episode. 
They had a difficult time staying busy, 
despite myriad tasks they could have 
performed to make their situation safer 
and more comfortable, though the lat¬ 
ter is certainly the less important of 


the two. If you feel bored, you are not 
doing everything in your power to 
insure your survival. You are not apply¬ 
ing the ‘'Pattern For Staying Alive” 
(first aid, signals, fire, food & water, 
and shelter) to its fullest extent. In 
short, you are lessening your chances 
of survival.

Productive action will also reduce if 
not completely eliminate the feeling 
of loneliness, despite the fact that you 
are quite alone. Indeed, idle hands are 
the devil’s workshop. Get off your butt 
and do something! 

Temperature extremes are the norm 
in deserts, and a wise survivor must 
be prepared for them. That 125 degrees 
F. daily high may plummet to 40 de¬ 
grees at night. And although only 
about 20 percent of the Earth’s land 
surface is made up of desert, there are 
plenty of them around. The Chihua- 
huan, Sonoran, Mojave and the Great 
Basin are the primary deserts of North 
American, and the Kalahari, Sahara, 
Gobi, Arabian, Atacama-Peruvian and 
Australian are the other major deserts 
of the world. Because of the temper¬ 
ature extremes, scarcity of water and 
general harshness of conditions in the 
deserts of our world, only about four 
percent of the world’s population live 
in them, and these are hardy people, 
indeed. The Bushmen of the Kalahari 
are a classic example of such people. 

Desert people in general wear loose- 
fitting, light-colored clothing from head 


to foot. This protects them from not 
only the effects of the sun’s heat, but 
blowing sand, insects and sunburn as 
well. Sleeve cuffs are loose, and keep 
your trouser legs bloused. Dressing in 
this mode will create an area of raised 
humidity between your skin and cloth¬ 
ing. This effect will help cool the body 
and therefore reduce perspiration, thus 
reducing the chances of dehydration. 

Just before sunrise, locate a spot to 
build your shelter. You may be able 
to find a natural shelter already built 
for you, but be sure to evict current 
residents before moving in. Arrange 
your shelter to allow whatever breeze 
nature provides you with to flow 
through it, thus cooling you down some. 
Avoid constructing shelters in dry 
streambeds. In the desert, they have 
a nasty way of filling up suddenly due 
to storms in the surrounding moun¬ 
tains. Desert flash floods take l|ves 
every year in this country. 

In your kit you should have suffi¬ 
cient material to create a two-layered 
roof with about 12 to 18 inches of space 
separating the two layers. This type 
of design will substantially reduce the 
temperature inside the shelter. Opti¬ 
mally, the outer layer of fabric should 
be white to reflect the sun’s rays, and 
the inner layer should be medium 
green or international orange for UV 
protection. 

Either dig down into the desert floor 
18 inches or so, or build a sleeping 
platform about the same distance above 
the floor to further reduce your chances 
of becoming dehydrated via your body 
now being away from the heat of th§ 
desert floor. Stay away from large rocks, 
as they will reflect heat. On the other 
hand, those same rocks may provide 
you with radiant heat when the tem¬ 
perature starts to drop. 

The desert, like any other environ¬ 
ment, is not hostile. It is totally neu¬ 
tral, impassive. It doesn’t hate you, nor 
does it particularly like you. Hostility 
implies a certain level of aggression. 
In a survival situation, it is you who 
must be aggressive. Become an ace in 
applying the “Pattern For Staying 
Alive,” those five vital areas of sur¬ 
vival expertise — first/self-a id appli¬ 
cation, signal construction and use, fire 
building, food & water procurement, 
and shelter building. Believe in your 
abilities. Hate the situation, not your 
own initial carelessness or rotten luck. 
Foster a powerful will to live, a factor 
in itself that may save your life. A 
determined man, or women, is a for¬ 
midable foe. Nature likes that kind of 
attitude. •

Not wanting to wait 20 years, we tested them now. .. 



Staff Evaluation 


C QDE:RED emergency batteries 
are guaranteed to have a shelf life 
of 20 years. They remain inactive until 
you strip off the plastic wrapper and 
twist the top of the battery one full 
turn in either direction. Back in the 
March 1989 issue of ASG we did a com¬ 
parison test between the CODErRED 
batteries, their forerunner the R20-D, 
and a pair of normal “heavy duty” and 
alkaline “D” size flashlight batteries. 

In that test we lined up four angle- 
head flashlights against the wall to 
compare the brightness of the light 
beams We concluded that the CODE:- 
RED batteries produced the weakest 
light beam and had the shortest life. 

This month, after a number of our 
advertisers had supplied us with “new” 
CODE:RED batteries to test, we tried 
a different method. With three batter¬ 
ies from one supplier, two from another 
and two from our own private stash, 


we brought a voltmeter to work and 
began checking voltage strength. 

After the initial twist session to acti¬ 
vate each battery, we immediately put 
the batteries in a flashlight to see 
what would happen. Surprise! They 
don’t immediately work. For a Code: 
Red emergency it seems funny to have 
to wait until these things power up. 
We thought they were all defective until 
about an hour later we tried again and 
got weak light beams. The voltmeter 
showed that only one of the seven bat¬ 
teries had the voltage indicated on the 
plastic wrapper — 1.5 V. Four of the 
seven had 1.3 volts, another only had 
1.2 volts and the last battery had a 
whopping 1.1 volts. 

Taking the strongest two batteries, 
we placed them in a flashlight and 
turned it on for 30 minutes. After 30 
minutes their voltages read 1.1 volts 
and 1.05 volts. No wonder the light 
beam looks so dim. You actually need 


three CODE'.RED batteries to do the 
job normally required of two. After a 
whole hour of flashlight use the vol¬ 
tages had dropped to a single one volt 
in one battery and 1.05 volts in the 
other. The light beam resembled that 
of a pair of batteries on their last leg 
— very dim. You might as well store 
a candle lantern with your emergency 
supplies and buy a good supply of low 
cost candles. You would probably get 
more light for less money. 

Tbday there are very good flashlights 
that use halogen and zenon lightbulbs. 
These bulbs when teamed up with 
alkaline batteries that offer stronger, 
longer life than normal heavy duty bat¬ 
teries, can’t be beat. The light beams 
they produce are powerful! Although 
alkaline batteries will only store two 
to three years, it seems that a simple 
battery rotation system would be the 
better plan than to rely on near-useless 
20-year storage twist-top batteries. •

Staff Evaluation 

T HE Automag II pistols cham¬ 
bered for the .22 WMR or .22 
Magnum caliber cartridge are a con¬ 
tinuation of the famed Automag line 
of high powered semiautomatic pistols 
designed and developed by Arcadia 
Machine & Tbol, Inc., and its pre¬ 
decessor companies. 

Billed as the first and only produc¬ 
tion semiautomatic handgun in its 
caliber, there are three choices of Auto¬ 
mag II pistol for shooters: the 6-inch 
barrel length ( 9 l A inches overall 
length); the 4 1 /2-inch barrel length 
(8 inches overall length); and the com¬ 
pact 3 3 /8-inch barrel length (6% inches 
overall length. 

The compact model Automag II, our 
test gun, has the same features as its 
longer barreled siblings with the excep¬ 
tion of smaller size, lighter weight, 
full or closed slide, truncated grip 
and smaller magazine capacity. The 
larger models have an open top of 
the slide extending from in front of 
the chamber area to just behind the 
front sight. This area of the slide on 
the compact model being only a little 
over an inch long, the slide top here 
is solid stainless steel. 

All of the Automag II pistols and 
most of AMT’s other handguns are 
available in all stainless steel only. The 
Automag IIs are bead blasted stain¬ 
less steel for a non-ref]ective matte fin¬ 
ish, except for the sides of the slide 
which are slightly polished. The grips 
on all these guns are grooved hard 
black plastic. 

Sights are excellent Millett adjusta¬ 
ble (windage and elevation) square 
notch with white outline rear and fixed 
ramped blade with red outline front. 

All the Automag IIs feature a unique 
gas channeling or gas-assisted action 
for smooth, trouble-free operation. 
There is a series of bands etched in 
the chamber, each with tiny holes in 
it. Gas from burning powder in the car¬ 
tridge case is channeled into these 
holes upon firing, equalizing the pres¬ 
sure within and without the case so 
it does not expand and result in jam¬ 
ming. Instead, there is uniform extrac¬ 
tion and reliable operation. 

Certain types of .22 WMR ammu¬ 
nition will not work well in the Auto¬ 
mag IIs, however, because of the pow¬ 
der used. AMT recommends against 
using CCI ammo because the flake-type 
powder used may not function well in 
the guns. The Automag IIs are factory

been added to it twice during that time. 
The water had a musty smell to it but 
no algae or other discoloration of the 
water was evident. The unit was 
plugged in after hooking up the ozone 
supply tubing and placing the ozone 
dispenser in the bottom of the opened 
jug. After running the unit for about 
two hours for each of two 10-gallon 
jugs of storage water, the tester noticed 
the water tasted clean and fresh and 
was sparkling clear. There was still a 
slight plastic taste to the water but 
this would be expected after four years 
in these jugs. 

Del Industries states that 5 quarts 
of water should be ozonated for one 
hour to totally purify it. You need fairly 
clear and clean water to begin with. 
Heavify polluted water will not be 
cleaned completely by using the 
Traveler, even after extended ozona¬ 
tion. Del Industries supplied figures 
showing that with an ozone concen¬ 
tration of 0.051 parts per million in 
water it takes from .118 minutes to 
just under 6 minutes for the ozone to 
kill microorganisms like E. co'li and 
poliovirus as well as giardia cysts. 

Del Industries is a pioneer in ozone 
water purification and manufactures 
a number of other ozone water purifi¬ 
cation units for pools, lakes or other 
large water bodies. The company is 
working to develop other products to 
aid in measuring the level of purifi¬ 
cation of water sources with its equip¬ 
ment.

Their new chronograph, 
the Model 35, offers discriminating 
shooters, handloaders and others the 
latest ballistics technology.

Swedish Military Issue: 


Staff Report 


T HE Swedes recently adopted the 
submachine gun as their stan¬ 
dard-issue small arm, making their 
bayonet obsolete. The Swedish Military, 
needing a replacement for the large 
bayonet, turned to a 300-year-old cut¬ 
ler}’ firm, Frosts, to produce a new 
sheath knife for their soldiers. The Hal¬ 
sell Modified Knife was the result. 

The blade of the Halsell knife is 
made of laminated high carbon Swed¬ 
ish steel. Laminated steel has a core 
of high carbon steel surrounded by a 
softer alloyed steel layer. A high hard¬ 
ness can be achieved (Rockwell 62) 
through hardening and tempering 
making the knife very strong, yet easy 
to sharpen and easy to keep a good 
edge. These knives are so strong that 
you can put them in a vise and bend 
them into a “U” and then straighten 
them without damage. 

The Swedish test of the four-inch 
Halsell includes pounding it into a 
tree and using it to chisel around the 
bole until the tree is felled. Quite 
a job for a small hatchet let alone a 
knife! 

The handle and sheath are made of 
injection-molded polypropylene for a 
lifetime of maintenance-free use. Also 
the sheath is self locking, permitting 
upside down carry on a web belt. Both 
the knife and the sheath together 
weigh four ounces and the knife alone 
weighs 3.5 ounces. Each knife is ground 
and hand sharpened to a fine working 
edge, and in addition, small micro 
teeth are applied by hand to each knife. 

The best feature of this knife is the 
price. How many of us have spent good 
money on a knife and then hold back 
from really using it in the field for 
fear of nicking it up, scratching it, or 
causing some type of damage. Well, the 
Halsell knife is so tough it can take 
the abuse, but the price, normally $25, 
is only $18 postage paid for ASG 
readers (Hawaii and Alaska postage 
is more). At this price, you don’t have 
to worry about damaging it (though 
that probably won’t happen). For dealer 
information on the knife contact Beau- 
Jeff Hensley at (918) 355-1429.

O you “mind” surviving? 

No, I don’t mean if it’s “all 
right” with you, an OK thing! I mean 
that in addition to food/clothing/shelter/ 
weapons, do you include what might 
be the most valuable tool of them all, 
your mind? 

While a positive attitude is certainly 
important, I mean the deliberate and 
methodical programming of your mind 
to insure that you survive any man¬ 
made or natural disaster with as much 
mental and physical ease as possible. 

Please don’t let me scare you off, but 
the technical term for this program¬ 
ming is ‘‘hypnosis” Unfortunately, the 
word still carries negative connotations 
equating it with voodoo and black 
magic. As a professional and certified 
hypno-technician, I use the word for 
only one reason: it’s a lot shorter than 
“relaxation and visualization tech¬ 
niques” which is precisely what hyp¬ 
nosis is. 

No “blacking out,” no “losing con¬ 
trol,” no divulging “family secrets” or 
becoming a physical/emotional/mental 
slave to anyone! Just relaxing and 
“seeing” what you want, doing this 
persistently, and allowing it to just 
“happen” Whatever it’s called, more 
people are discovering its many bene-

fits in many areas of their lives from 
enhanceing academics and sports and 
creativity to losing weight or stopping 
smoking and, hopefully, surviving with 
some ease. 

Most of us experience some hypnosis 
every day of our lives! Ever gotten so 
involved in anything like reading or 
wall paneling or preparing dinner that 
time whizzed by? Perhaps you’ve laugh¬ 
ed or cried or been frightened by a 
good movie? 

Perhaps you’ve injured yourself while 
cooking or sewing or wall paneling but 
didn’t realize it until much later? 

Well, these are all examples of 
“everyday hypnosis” — being so relaxed 
or distracted that you experienced time 
distortion, accepted a movie as “real¬ 
ity,” engaged in pain control! 


Everyone can be hypnotized to some 
extent — some better than others. 
While there are several “tests” you 
can use with others to determine how 
well they can relax and visualize, 
here’s a particularly interesting and 
effective one. Tell your subject: 

“Sit in a comfortable chair, close your 
eyes, keep feet flat on the floor and 
hands flat on your thighs. Imagine you 
are at home wherever you might be 
if you were preparing a sandwich — at 
a counter or table. Place a cutting 
board before you, and on this cutting 
board place a sharp knife and a lemon. 

“Pick up the lemon and notice the 
weight and the color yellow. Note the 
feel of the skin, slightly oily; note the 
dimples in the skin. Perhaps each of 
the cone ends is slightly tinged with 
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green. Perhaps printed diagonally in 
purple is the brand name. 

“Now, cut the lemon in half from 
cone end to cone end and place both 
halves flat on the cutting board; cut 
one of those halves in half from cone 
end to cone end so you have a quarter 
wedge of lemon. 

“Pick up the quarter wedge and 
notice how juicy it is. Notice how the 
yellow flesh of the lemon contrasts with 
the white pulp of the lemon. If there 
is a seed in the quarter wedge, remove 
it. Holding the wedge under your nose, 
inhale slightly to enjoy the unique 
scent of lemon. Now, quickly — bite 
into the wedge!” 

By watching the reactions of your 
subject, you can determine how ima¬ 
ginative he/she is. Certainly, question 
them about their experience with your 
description. If they puckered or sali¬ 
vated or swallowed when you had them 
bite into the wedge, you know you 
have an excellent subject because this 
test is also a hypnotic induction! WITH 
THEIR PERMISSION, your excellent 
subject can be programmed to survive 
with greater ease and assurance than 
without this programming! 

Understand, a person’s unconscious 
does NOT distinguish between what 
is real and what is imagined. That is 
why your subject puckered or salivated 
or swallowed when you told them to 
bite into the lemon wedge. Their un¬ 
conscious believed they really bit into 
a lemon wedge! Therefore, their un¬ 
conscious reacted to the “tart taste.” 

Tell yourself what you want your 
body to do and SHOW yourself what 
you want your body to do AND IT 
WILL DO IT — IF you are clear and 
persistent enough — twice a day for 
seif-hypnosis; once a week or as often 
as the subject feels is necessary for 
hypnosis. 

How does all this complement your 
“survi val package?” In at least three 
areas: basic relaxation, healing, and 
pain control. 

The everyday benefits of basic relax¬ 
ation should be apparent to everyone. 
In the more specific context of survival, 
there are at least three benefits: first, 
a relaxed body uses less energy, while 
a tense body consumes more energy. 
With a lack of food or the need to con¬ 
serve food, the less energy a body 
expends the better; second, if one is 
sharing a shelter with others, the more 
relaxed everyone is* the less oxygen 
each will consume; finally, if one is 
sharing quarters with others, basic 
relaxation will promote stress manage¬ 
ment by eliminating temper flare ups 


and promoting a better sense of to¬ 
getherness and sharing. 

Relaxation — Achieving basic relax¬ 
ation is simple. Just use positive state¬ 
ments such as, “You are cool, calm, col¬ 
lected . . . You are relaxed. . . All your 
cares and concerns float effortlessly 
away. . . You are in control of your 
emotions. . . You breathe deeply. . . 
You just let go. . . Your shoulders 
(arms, torso, etc.) are relaxed. . . So 
pleasant to just let go. . .” Do create 
your own positive affirmations similar 
to these, using “I” for self-hypnosis and 
“You” with others. Repeat each affir¬ 
mation three or four times each in a 
calm, quiet, monotonous tone of voice. 

Remember, you’ve also got to SEE 
what you want. A very simple and 
effective visualization is any place an 
individual has visited or would like to 
visit for relaxation — the beach, a log 
cabin, a mountaintop, a quiet lake.

While your subject is sitting quietly 
with eyes closed, simply describe the 
scene. What is important is to use 
details and appeal to as many senses 
as possible. 

Take a beach scene, for example. 
Describe what your subject will see. 
Sand, waves, seaweed, shells, sky, sun, 
clouds? What they will hear. Waves 
rushing to shore? seagulls? What they 
will smell. The ocean? dried seaweed? 
suntan lotion? What they will taste. 
Ocean brine on their lips? What they 
will feel. Sand beneath their feet? Sun¬ 
light on their skin? A breeze? Ocean 
droplets on their skin and lips? 

If you paint this scene for yourself, 
it is called self-hypnosis; if you paint 
it for another, it is called hypnosis. And 
it works! Remember, twice a day for 
self-hypnosis (about 5 minutes per ses¬ 
sion); once a week for hypnosis (or as 
often as the specific need requires). 

Anyone in a survival situation has 


got to be under a lot of stress, and basic 
relaxation is an integral part of any 
stress management program which 
should include deep breathing, good 
nutrition (if possible), exercise, games, 
stopping negative thoughts, and keep¬ 
ing busy! 

Additional affirmations more suita¬ 
ble for stress management per se in¬ 
clude, “You are capable, competent, con¬ 
fident. . . You are in charge of your¬ 
self. . . You succeed. . . You can do 
it. . . Success is yours. . . You are 
strong, determined. . . You are respon¬ 
sible and dependable. . . You are in 
control. . . You remain relaxed. . . You 
talk out your concerns. . . You are 
important. . . You use your head. . ” 
Again, similar positive affirmations 
may be used. 

While basic relaxation and stress 
management are extremely important 
to one’s survival, perhaps more impor¬ 
tant is the body’s ability to heal quickly 
if injured. It’s not this article’s intent 
to detail case histories of successful 
healings complemented by or out- 
rightly attributed to hypnosis. Liter¬ 
ature is available for those interested 
in further research. Anyone with basic 
knowledge of hypnosis and healing is 
familiar with such individuals as Nor¬ 
man Cousins, Dr. Bernard D. Siegel, 
Drs. Carl and Stephanie Simonton. 

More specifically, I cite my article 
“Superman vs. the Warts” in the July 
1986 issue of Hypnosis Reports (Vol. 
2 No. 4) in which I describe how two 
sessions of hypnosis (and much self¬ 
hypnosis on the subject’s part) rid a 
12-year old boy of 18 plantar warts! 

The overwhelming evidence indicates 
that a methodical and persistent men¬ 
tal approach will cause physical 
changes, including healing! After 
inducing relaxation by describing a 
beautiful scene, use the following sug¬ 
gestions and/or devise your own: 

“I have tremendous healing power 
. . . My mind, body, spirit are strong 
and help me to heal quickly. . . Every 
breath I take awake and asleep speeds 
my healing. . . The power to heal is 
within me. . . All my psychic energies 
are directed to healing (name specific 
wound/area). . . Healing is happening 
now. . . Universal energies help me to 
heal faster. . . Every hour, minute, 
second, I am closer to full recovery. . . 
I am strong and healing right now. . , 
Every cell in my body is charged with 
healing power. . . I recharge myself 
with faster healing like a gigantic 
battery. . .” 

Visualizations for healing should

Custom SKS 


Standard Chinese SKS rifle is transformed into a unique personalized firearm. . . 
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Staff Report 

M ANY shooters, especially those 
more budget-conscious, have 
chosen as a personal survival weapon 
the 7.62 x 39 mm Chinese-made SKS 
Carbine, a post-World War II Soviet 
designed weapon used by communist 
troops in the Vietnam War and com¬ 
monly available today in this country. 

Intended as the tactical equivalent 
to the U.S. Ml or M14 service rifles, 
the SKS is considered a sturdy and 
dependable firearm. Its use of the 
intermediate sized Soviet Ml943 car¬ 
tridge (7.62 x 39 mm) makes it ver¬ 
satile, with parts and ammunition 
widely available and economical. Some 
versions (conversion kits are sold for 
this purpose) will accept the AK 
magazines—these have been declared 
to be “assault weapons” and are there¬ 
fore banned in California and else¬ 
where, but not in most of the rest of 


the country. The majority of SKS rifles, 
however, have fixed 10-round maga¬ 
zines which are reloaded quickly with 
stripper clips. 

Here in the Los Angeles area, we 
recently discovered a unique cus¬ 
tomized SKS Carbine for sale at Beach 
Cities Armoury, a retail gun and acces¬ 
sories outlet (1103 Aviation Blvd., 
Hermosa Beach, CA 90254; 213-374- 
2227). 

Someone at Beach Cities had taken 
a standard wood-stock Chinese SKS 
import and gotten a Choate synthetic 
folding stock for it, then had both rifle 
and new stock coated in a distinctive 
camouflage pattern by Z-Coat. Besides 
giving the rifle its striking appearance, 
this coating of stock and almost all the 
rifle parts is corrosion resistant, 
reduces maintenance and extends the 
service life and is said to improve per¬ 
formance. 

The folks at Beach Cities loaned us 


this unique rifle and we fired a few 
rounds through it and found it a pleas¬ 
ure to handle and shoot. We didn’t want 
to run too many rounds through this 
new gun but the shooting we did do 
with it showed to to be pretty accurate 
and smooth functioning. The Z-Coating 
had no affect on function or accuracy 
whatsoever that we could tell. The SKS 
is a fairly light and compact rifle any¬ 
way, but with the nice folding stock 
it’s even more so. 

At this writing the rifle was still on 
sale at Beach Cities for $579 — con¬ 
siderably more than you might pay for 
a stock CHinese SKS, but a lot more 
rifle. Then again, you could take a stock 
SKS and modify it similarly yourself 
with your own customizing options. 

Regardless of what you might do to 
personalize your rifle, the SKS is sen¬ 
sible, economical choice for a personal 
survival weapon. •

Rape-Proofing

/ will never forget the last words I 
heard from a very close friend who 
was leaving for a vacation in Hawaii: 
“Stop worrying about me, I’ll be okay.” 

I never saw her alive again. She was 
raped and had her throat cut on the 
beach at Waikiki. She refused to be¬ 
lieve that there was anything danger¬ 
ous about sleeping on the beach. At 
the other extreme are the people who 
feel that they are prepared to protect 
themselves because they carry a canis¬ 
ter of mace, a belt buckle knife or 
have their keys clinched between their 
fingers, prepared to slash at a poten¬ 
tial attacker’s face. By relying on a 
“weapon” they have misunderstood 
what personal security is all about. 

Personal security is an active and 
dynamic process of analysis and deci¬ 
sion making. It is composed of two con¬ 
stituents: avoidance and response. 
Avoidance is comprised of all those 
things we do that keep us from being 
victimized. It accounts for about 95% 
of our security. Response is what we 
do once we realize we are being vic¬ 
timized. In its quest to portray ever 
more “realistic” violence, Hollywood 
has gotten these percentages reversed 
and creates the impression that no 
matter how dire the circumstance, the 
good guy will fight his way out, espe- 
ciallj* if he has a special gadget with 
him. Things seldom work out that way 
in real life, however. 

What does all this have to do with 
rape? We need to stop thinking about 
rape as a separate issue. It is one part 
of personal security. What is valid for 
rape, specifically, is also valid for per¬ 
sonal security in general. Rape is not 


an expression of unfulfilled sexual 
desire. It is a violent and brutal attack 
intended to subjugate and humiliate 
the victim through sexual exploitation. 

Historical societal roles and the size, 
weight and strength superiority en¬ 
joyed by the male attacker creates the 
psychological predisposition on the 
part of the victim to think that she 
is helpless. Disbelief and shock com¬ 
bine to create the frequently reported 
paralyzing reaction that, “This can’t 
be happening to me.” The victim often 
experiences a psychological withdrawal 
that puts her into an observer mode. 
The victim may lie there, virtually 
unable to take action. 

Even if she doesn’t suffer physical 
injury in the attack, the psychological 
trauma will be a long-term burden. 
Women who, on the other hand, react 
by struggling may provoke their at¬ 
tacker to use more force than he origi¬ 
nally intended. Undirected struggling, 


like the helpless splashing of a drown¬ 
ing man, expends tremendous amounts 
of energy without producing any posi¬ 
tive results. 

Options — What then are a woman’s 
options? Should she try to talk her way 
out of the situation through psycho¬ 
logical manipulation of her attacker? 
Should she passively submit to the 
rape? Or should she resort to physical 
force to disable her attacker and 
escape? 

Before automatically discarding the 
last option, let’s consider two very 
important concepts. First, action is 
faster than reaction. This is precisely 
why the rapist gains control of the 
situation. He has the initiative and 
the victim is forced into a reactive 
mode, lb be successful in any physical 

Rapists usually attack from behind, utilizing 
surprise to overcome the victim. You won’t be 
able to use the traditional fighting stance from 
this position. 
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Having a high profile as potential 
rape victim involves much more 
than dressing seductively. Being 
alone on elevators, dark streets, 
parking structures and isolated 
trails greatly increases your 
vulnerability.

response, the victim must snatch the 
initiative away from her attacker and 
assume the active role. Second, su¬ 
perior size, weight and strength do 
not determine the outcome of a rape 
attempt. Directed aggressiveness ex¬ 
pressed through surprise, speed and 
violence of action are the determining 
factors in defeating a rapist. 

It would require an entire book to 
present a complete rape prevention 
course. In this short article I will out¬ 
line the steps necessary to develop an 
effective personal security attitude, 
and demonstrate the principles that 
will allow a woman to defeat a more 
powerful attacker. 

The conventional approach to rape 
prevention utilizes the “checklist 
prescription” which is a list of dos and 


don’ts such as don’t undress in front 
of an unshaded window, do look behind 
the car seat before getting in, don’t 
walk alone late at night, and do lock 
doors and windows. Rather than using 
a list of specific things that relies on 
the memorization process, I prefer to 
foster the thinking process through the 
application of four basic principles that 
pertain to all personal security situ¬ 
ations. Memorizing a set of specific 
guidelines can never be a substitute 
for the dynamic process of analytical 
thinking and decision making. 

Make the following four principles 
a part of your life, a part of the way 
you view the world, and you will dis¬ 
cover that you are more confident, less 
vulnerable, and are better prepared to 
respond effectively to the unexpected. 


1) INCREASE YOUR AWARENESS 
in both the general and specific senses. 
In the general sense, learn more about 
the nature and scope of the threats that 
exist in your area. Read the accounts 
of criminal activity in the newspaper 
and learn from the experience of others. 
Read the books on rape that I cite at 
the end of this article. 

Increase your awareness in the spe¬ 
cific sense by paying more attention 
to what is going on around you. De¬ 
velop a dialogue with yourself as you 
go through the day. Analyze what you 
see and determine if it might present 
a threat to you. For example, I drove 
to a pizza parlor with a friend of mine. 

We stopped in front and she started 
to get out of the car. “Wait a minute, 
what’s wrong with this picture?” I

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your hand gives you that feeling of con¬ 
fidence. No doubt, a knife with a foot 
long blade is one you should expect 
to do more with than just clean finger 
nails. 

It has a simple riveted wooden han¬ 
dle and a dandy leather-coated woo¬ 
den sheath with a nice wide belt loop. 
It tempts you to mount this unit on 
a den wall next to a bear skin; and 
some collectors do just that. 

But after you test one you realize it 
is a durable outdoor knife due to blade 
thickness (a full 1/5 inch on top). 
The carbon-steel blade is also much 
easier to sharpen than stainless steel. 
And knife experts will tell you that 
‘ "sharper is better.” 

If is NOT fancily crafted or ela¬ 
borately honed like a samurai sword, 
but you don’t pay samurai prices for it 
either. It was designed as a practical 
tool like any hatchet or machete, so 
don’t be afraid to treat it in such a 
manner when in the great outdoors. 

Since the Gurkha Kukri replaces 
“fancy dancy” with durability, it would 
be easier to wreck a common hunting 
knife or surplus machete when hack¬ 
ing up the North Woods before you 
would call a tow-truck on the hefty 
Gurkha. 

The Kukri knife also comes with a 
pair of tiny “ceremonial” daggers the 
Gurkha warriors supposedly used for 
striking flints and skinning game. But 
quality on these “toothpicks” is below 
par and they require much sharpen¬ 
ing before proving practical. (The 
author discarded his, and would prefer 


a Boy Scout pocket knife in place of 
these “toys”). 

The legendary Gurkha Kukri knife 
dates back to the 12th century. To this 
day it is still the personal weapon of 
the Gurkhas of Nepal and Northern 
India. Kukri making is a craft handed 
down from father to son. The Gurkha 
warriors were feared soldiers in hand- 
to-hand combat due to this lethal 
“coconut-buster” weapon. 

The Kukri knife also serves as a reli¬ 
gious symbol to the Gurkha, and indi¬ 
cated by the two notches on the 
underside by the handle (“divinity”). 
Honest-to-gosh Gurkha knives will also 
have the word “INDIA” engraved today 
on the side of the blade. 

Chopping Power — The “secret” 
behind the Kukri knife’s amazing hack¬ 
ing and chopping power lies in its uni¬ 
quely downward curved 12-inch blade 
that makes it slightly resemble a 
boomerang. This design enhances or 
intensifies its striking capabilities. The 
Gurkha. warriors obviously had this 
concept in mind when designing it as 
a fighting knife, and knew it was capa¬ 
ble of severing a man’s head at the neck 
in combat. 

Awhile back the author conducted 
his own “chopping” experiment, and 
pitted the Kukri knife against a bowie 
knife, hatchet, folding pack saw, and 
a machete. The objects on trial were 
wooden dowels, tree branches, 1x2 
boards, pine boards, 2x4 blocks; even 
a wooden chair. 

The Kukri knife won the contest 


hands down. It took fewer whacks to 
smash cleanly through these objects 
than the other contenders, including 
(to the author’s surprise) the hatchet. 

The Gurkha Kukri knife is no worse 
to tote around than a hatchet. When 
sharpened, it proved effective clearing 
brush, building a lean-to, cleaning fish, 
sharpening spears, and smashing coco¬ 
nuts. It’s good for self defense (just ask 
any Gurkha warrior). 

There are plenty of decent “hollow 
handle” survival knives on the mar¬ 
ket today filled with all kinds of “goo¬ 
dies” like matches, fish hooks, and 
odds-n-ends short of a rubber raft. 

These knives are certainly fine if you 
find yourself briefly lost in the woods 
for a weekend or so. But let’s imagine 
if you were lost in rugged terrain for 
a week or longer (cases on record by 
pilots, explorers, etc.) And, you had to 
build a sturdy lean-to to protect you 
from snow, or had to hack your way 
through dense forest brush. 

Are most of these “hollow handle” 
survival knife blades really designed 
for such elaborate outdoor challenges? 
A hacking and chopping tool like the 
Gurkha knife is really what you need. 
And, a “multi-purpose” tool (again like 
the Gurkha) that can make deadfall 
snares, build a crossbow, behead rat¬ 
tlers, and which can fit comfortably in 
your pack, would be worth its weight 
in gold. 

Out-of-the-box, the Kukri knife could 
use some sharpening. The author 
recommends an ordinary hand metal 
file to “make ready” the carbon steel 
blade. Though a honing stone will also 
work, it is usually too slow when tack¬ 
ling such a big knife. If you have ever 
sharpened a hatchet or machete with 
a metal file you will find they can give 
you the edge you want. 

Electric grinding wheels are NOT 
recommended. They.a^e difficult to be 
accurate with, and often end up grind¬ 
ing away too much of the knife blade 
unnecessarily. You might end up with 
a brittle edge this way. Stick to the 
hand metal file for the standard results. 
Plus, you can easily stuff one into your 
backpack to touch up your Kukri knife 
after working with it. 

The author has used his Gurkha 
knife in the Arizona desert to slice open 
barrel cactus for water; in mountain 
country to get icy snow off a Bronco 
windshield; and once opened a can of 
"baked beans with it. 

So next time you need a hefty sur¬ 
vival knife, consider the Gurkha Kukri. 
It’s a bargain “life-saver” that is hard 
to beat. •

With deceptive casualness the porter 
told me that Commandante Zero had 
intended to meet with me but that he 
had stumbled into a Filipino Army 
ambush on the way into town and was 
killed. “They were officially breaking 
the story in Manila at this time but 
everyone in Cagayan knew what hap¬ 
pened” he told me. 

For me the news had the same im¬ 
pact as a big swallow of moldy, green 
Third World water. There is no way 
that these people will think that all 
of this is coincidental, I quickly con¬ 
cluded. It didn't take a Phi Beta Kappa 
in international business to know I was 
in real trouble and that it was imper¬ 
ative to implement a strategic evacu¬ 
ation plan. As every effective inter¬ 
national businessman must, I was not 
paranoid but I did have a continually 
evolving strategy in the back of my 
mind. 

I reached into my bag and pulled out 
a crisp, new U.S. bill. “Go to the mar¬ 
ket and buy for me a 9 volt appliance 
battery,” I requested. “You can keep the 
change if you are back in 30 minutes” 
Nine volt batteries are extremely 
scarce in that region. I knew the porter 
would be otherwise occupied for at least 
30 minutes before he could organize 
anything with his friends. For all they 
knew, I would be staying for a week. 
Evacuation Rule No. 1 . It is no time 
to contemplate one's navel when the 
situation turns to worms. Act quickly 
and decisively. 

Evacuation Rule No. 2. When travel¬ 
ing in places where an emergency 
retreat may be necessary, carry lots of 
U.S. cash. Travelers' checks are OK but 
not very useful in emergency situa¬ 
tions. I like to carry at least $1,000 
U.S. dollars in crisp new $100s or $50s 
in my money belt. 

Should the situation really look 
ominous, such as was true in Kuwait, 
I would carry 20 $100s, some of which 
were sewn into the bottom of my 
camera case. If, for some reason, one 
knows certainly that they are headed 
for trouble, take along several one- 
ounce gold coins mixed in with the 
host country's worthless aluminum 
change. 

Quickly I stepped into my hotel room 
where I pulled a tan cotton work shirt 
and pants from my case. I literally 
jumped into these clothes, pushing my 
sport shirt and slacks back into the bag. 
Evacuation Rule No. 3. Those who 


might want to evacuate must carry a 
complete set of clothes indigenous to 
the area. These are best purchased at 
a local market. In Saudi and Kuwait, 
I bought a long, white flowing Arab 
robe. The robe would have completely 
disguised me from those around. In 
the Philippines, the work shirt and 
pants wouldn’t completely disguise me

would be necessary but one could have dashed 
to freedom across country like this early in the 
Iraqi occupation of Kuwait. 

but they certainly would have confused 
and helped. At least I didn't immedi¬ 
ately look like a westerner and it was 
not what the people saw me wear into 
the hotel. 

Evacuation Rule No. 4. Always, when 
traveling into an area, have one main 
plan for getting out and a minimum 
of two others that can be used in case 
the first proves impossible. The main 
plan should obviously be to go to the 
airport and take a regular commercial 
flight out. Alternatives can be anything 
from walking and/or swimming to hir¬ 
ing a boat. In Kuwait I planned to 
either hire a camel and go across coun¬ 
try, or walk to safety wherever that 
was at the moment. In Saudi I planned 
to take a sailboat to Bahrain. In Mex¬ 
ico I planned to take a bus to a boarder 
town and walk across the border from 
there. In Cagayan there were a num¬ 
ber of boats in the bay. For $500 U.S. 
one would have gladly made the three- 
day journey to Manila, should my main 
plan of catching a regular commercial 
flight been impossible. 

Several rules are a subset of Rule 3. 

If one's sense of direction is poor 
and the alternate plan might include 
a 30-mile walk through a featureless, 
dark desert as was true for the Ameri¬ 
cans in Kuwait, carry a compass. A 
compass can be hard to find unless it 
is carried along from home. Other 
equipment such as a knife, length of 


rope, water bottle or whatever can 
usually be purchased locally. At one 
time I purchased a water bottle and 
kitchen knife from a hotel cook in 
Algeria City, Algeria. 

As part of this alternate strategy, 
always know where you are. It is shock¬ 
ing how few American businesspeople 
know the distance to the next border, 
the location of major roads, rivers 
and mountain ranges, as well as other 
vital, practical information. 

On arriving in a new country, im¬ 
mediately buy a good, complete road 
map. Maps are not available in some 
countries. When in doubt, go to a large 
map store in the U.S. and purchase 
before leaving. Traditionally com¬ 
munist countries have foolish, inac¬ 
curate maps. In one case I purchased 
a map of Yugoslavia in the U.S. and 
found out on arrival there that their 
maps were adequate. 

After changing clothes I quickly 
slipped out a side door into the court 
yard carrying my tote bag. At the rear 
of the hotel I caught a three wheeler 
back out to the airport. The next flight 
to Manila was due to depart in 90 
minutes but was fully booked. A crisp 
new $100 bill unbooked the seat I 
needed. 

When implementing an alternate 
plan, one can often rely on the help 
and sympathy of one’s business associ¬ 
ates. Unless one has been an absolute¬ 
ly incorrigible Ugly American, foreign 
associates will take incredible risks on 
one’s behalf. Even in Iraq the authori¬ 
ties had to make it a hanging offense 
to get the citizens to turn in the Amer¬ 
icans and the British. 

In Kuwait all but the old, infirm and 
those with young children could have 
put on Arab robes and walked out 
across the flat, pebbly desert. It would 
have taken a healthy bribe to get a 
ride to within three miles of the front¬ 
ier and then it would have been a 
long, arduous walk. Most Americans 
could have gotten out, especially if 
they had implemented their plan in 
the first 12 to 20 hours. If walking 
was not possible, an evacuee could 
have hired camels or even driven one’s 
car out over the hard flat desert. 

Businesspeople who intend to sur¬ 
vive under circumstances of interna¬ 
tional duress will find it’s a do-it- 
yourself proposition. Success will come 
to those who plan ahead, even in the 
most rudimentary fashion. •

relate to the specific injury. For a 

burn, you might visualize the area in 
successive stages of healing until the 
area is as it was prior to the burn. 
For a sutured cut, again visualize the 
wound has not been sutured and per¬ 
haps merely taped closed, visualized 
the wound with a zipper which you 
close. For a broken bone, visualize the 
two ends snugly rejoined with super¬ 
glue or stainless steel pins. 

Some individuals prefer to visualize 
a white light emanating from a reli¬ 
gious being (God or Jesus) bathing the 
wound and thus healing it. 

Whether you use the above or your 
own visualizations, it’s important to 
see what you want your body to do 
while repeating two or three appropri¬ 
ate affirmations for self-hypnosis, 
repeating all the affirmations for hyp¬ 
nosis. Ymr body will respond as quickly 


as your sincerity, persistence, and seri- 

ousness of condition will allow. 

Control of Pain — As equally impor 
tant to survival as healing, if not more 
important, is the control of pain. The 
good news is that this is possible using 
hypnosis. The bad news is that not 
everyone can alleviate the same 
amount of pain. Approximately 20 per¬ 
cent of a given population will achieve 
some type of relief since general relax¬ 
ation per se will accomplish that much. 

Approximately 60 percent of that 
population will achieve an analgesic 
state in which there is considerable 
relief with still some awareness of dis¬ 
comfort or a sensation of the “some¬ 
thing is still there” type. 

The remaining 20 percent of our 
population will achieve anaesthesia — 
total unawareness of pain. 


Determining how adept your subject 

is in controlling pain is relatively easy. 
Have them sit quietly while you have 
them imagine the following: 

“As you sit quietly, imagine your left 
(or right) arm soaking in a tub of iced 
water — actually see the ice cubes float¬ 
ing around. Sense how cold, chilled, 
frigid the water is — numbing your 
entire arm from elbow to finger tips 

— so cold, so chilled, so frigid, so 
numbing (Repeat this two or three 
times). Now let’s concentrate that cold, 
chilled, frigid numbness sensation in 
your arm and fingers into one small 
spot on your arm (or back of the hand 

— in either case with your finger out¬ 
line a small circle on the area to indi¬ 
cate where the numbness will occur). 
Now, I’m going to stimulate that area 
with a sterilized needle (previously 
dipped in alcohol, but do NOT break 
the skin when pricking the area) and 
you will feel nothing at all (Stimulate 
several times as you repeat). You feel 
nothing at all, nothing at all. 

After this exercise, return the 
arm/hand to normal feeling by stating 
such, have them open their eyes, and 
ask them if they felt anything. If they 
did, they were not relaxed enough or 
did not imagine the iced water scene 
well enough. In this case, repeat this 
exercise once a day for at least the next 
five days. If at the end of this time they 
still feel the needle’s pinch, they are 
in the first 20 percent previously 
described. 

If after the initial exercise they 
answer they felt no pain but that they 
did feel pressure they experienced 
analgesia and fall into that 60 percent 
segment. With more practice, they may 
not feel the pressure any more. 

If after the initial exercise they felt 
no pain and no pressure, they fall into 
that remaining 20 percent and can 
achieve anaesthesia. 

Following are affirmations to allevi¬ 
ate/eliminate pain: “My body is power¬ 
ful and rejects pain. . . Pain rolls off 
me like water off a duck. . . My pain 
evaporates like water in the sun. . . 
I feel pleasant and pain free. . . Day 
after day I control my pain more and 
more, . I feel warm, comfortable, and 
pleasant as my blood flows freely relax¬ 
ing me and removing my pain. . . Pain 

The demeanor and shallow breathing of this client 
indicate she is in a light state of relaxation 
(hypnosis). She will deepen her relaxation with 
the suggestion that she will relax “deeper and 
deeper” as her arm slowly lowers to her thigh.

has no effect on me because I control 
the pain. . . Pain is like helium in a 
balloon which floats away. . .” 

There are three techniques of pain 
control to be used with the affirma¬ 
tions. The first is to “displace” the pain 
to another symbolic object. For exam¬ 
ple, if someone has a pain in his leg, 
it is possible with the appropriate 
commands and visualization to dis¬ 
place it to the leg of a chair or piano. 
He will still be aware of the pain, but 
as far as he is concerned, it is the chair 
or piano that is experiencing it. 

Another technique is to use the iced 
water scenario, only this time a hand 
is immersed a nd numbed as if the hand 
were wearing a glove (not surprisingly, 
this technique is called “glove 
anaesthesia”). Once the hand has been 
tested with a needle and found to be 
numb, the individual is told he can 
“transfer” the numbness from his hand 
to any part of his body merely by touch¬ 
ing that area with his numbed fingers. 
And that is exactly what will happen. 

A third technique is implicit in some 
of the suggestions just given and they 
require “seeing” the pain disappear. 


The individual visualizes the pain as 
a block of ice melting in the hot sun 
as simultaneously his pain “melts” 
away. Another technique is to have a 
tube running from the pain area to a

balloon and filling the balloon “just 
like helium.” When the baloon is re¬ 
leased and floats away, the suggestion 
is made that his pain is doing the same 
thing — floating away out of sight. 
Finally, the individual can be made 
to visualize a gigantic switchboard and 
his pain as a “message trying to get 
through.” The message, however, can¬ 
not get through because the switch¬ 


board is “busy.” 

Any of these and similar techniques 
and/or combinations of them will 
produce varying degrees of pain relief 
from small to significant to complete. 

Like other skills, self-hypnosis/hyp¬ 
nosis works better and better with 
practice and persistence. Working with 
yourself, you would use two or three 
favorite affirmations along with the 
visualization twice a day. Again at 
night waiting to fall asleep and again 
in the morning before leaving bed are 
also recommended. 

Working with an individual, you 
should use all of the affirmations given 
along with the visualization as often 
as the particular situation or individual 
requires it. 

Every circumstance possible in a sur¬ 
vival situation cannot be produced 
here; however, with imagination and 
creativity, the techniques given here 
will suggest others for different 
situations. 

Whatever the circumstances, should 
you find yourself in a survival situ¬ 
ation, “make up your mind to survive” 
— and you will! •

tested with Winchester Magnum Rim- 
fire ammo using ball powder. 

We test fired our compact Automag 
II with some Winchester Super X .22 
WMR ammo and, just to see if it would 
work at all, some CCI .22 WMR shot- 
shell ammo. As predicted, the shot- 
shells would fire all right but would 
not cycle the action or extract. Each 
round had to be pried out with a small 
knife blade before another round could 
be chambered. 

The Winchester full metal jacketed 
.22 WMR worked perfectly and there 
were no malfunctions experienced dur¬ 
ing the firing of any of it in the Auto¬ 
mag II compact model. 

We found the compact model per¬ 
formed very well with the Winchester 
ammo and accuracy was very good in 
the 10- to 20-yard test fire ranges tried. 

The compact Automag II fits smaller 
hands better but there’s still plenty of 
pistol to grip even for the big fisted 
shooter. I was able to place all of my 
last three fingers on the grip while 
shooting. The Automag IIs are com¬ 
fortable and easy to shoot with as well. 
Recoil is moderate, though more pro¬ 
nounced than with a semiautomatic 
firing .22 Long Rifle ammunition. The 
compact model is a solid little pistol 
and no lightweight, but not so heavy 
as to be a burden to carry. 

When engaged, the safety lever on 
the left rear of the slide blocks the 
firing pin and stops the hammer from 
contacting the firing pin,- but it will 
not stop the hammer from falling if 
the trigger is pulled. As always, never 
rely on any safety mechanism in han¬ 


dling a gun. Always keep the muzzle 
pointed in a safe direction. 

The Automag II pistols are shipped 
with two magazines. The magazines 
for the compact model are listed as 
having a capacity of 7 rounds, however, 
we were able to put 8 rounds in our 
magazines with no problems. This may 
be too much pressure on the magazine 
springs, so perhaps it’s best to load 
only 7 rounds in the magazines for 
most reliable operation. 

The pistol will fire with or without 
a magazine inserted in the magazine 
well. There is no magazine safety fea¬ 
ture on these pistols. 

We consider the compact Automag 
II a well made, powerful, accurate 
and reliable handgun useful for sport¬ 
ing and defense purposes as well as for 
a back up or concealed carry pistol. •

lated and the owners intimately iden¬ 
tified and watched by the federal 
government! 

And this is just one of the anti- 
firearms-ownership provisions of this 
law! 

And what about that wonderful 
“Brady Bill?” You know, H.R. 7 and 
S.257? That wonderful piece of “gun 
control” legislation constantly and 
almost exclusively referred to by the 
valiant watchdogs in the leftist-domin¬ 
ated media as a bill to require a “7- 
day wait” before purchase of a gun. 
That’s all it requires, right? What’s 
the big deal? ’ 

The big deal is that, as it was in¬ 
troduced, the bill would also require 
the prospective handgun purchaser to 
provide the gun dealer with a written 
statement from the police chief or 
sheriff, etc., in the buyer’s town, stat¬ 
ing that the buyer required access to 
a handgun because of a threat to his/ 
her life or a member of their house¬ 
hold’s life. If your police chief or sher¬ 
iff, etc., didn’t want to issue such a 
letter, you can’t buy the handgun! This 
provision was waived in the Brady Bill 
in the course of its moving through the 
Congress, but if it had been enacted, 
it would have effectively eliminated 99 
percent of LEGAL handgun purchases 
in this country! As it is, the Brady Bill 
lays the groundwork for far more res¬ 
trictive regulation of gun purchases 
down the road. Just wait. Numerous 
scholarly studies say waiting periods 
have little or no effect whatsoever on 
crime. Once it’s obvious that the 7-day 
wait is doing nothing to prevent or stop 
crime, its supporters will argue for a 
longer waiting period. I understand it 
can take six months to get a permit 
to purchase a handgun in New York 
City. And this could be typical for the 
rest of the country in the not-too-distant 
future. The idea, of course, being the 
ultimate denial of guns to the public 

— the law-abiding public, that is. 

The leftist-dominated media works 

diligently with the anti-firearms-own- 
ership forces in society to deceive the 
public about such “gun control” legis¬ 
lation. Therefore, it’s up to each of us 
who believes in the inalienable right 
of free people to own weapons, and spe¬ 
cifically, firearms, to do all we can to 
get the truth out to the public about 
what’s really in such legislation. The 
price of freedom is eternal vigilance

asked as I motioned toward the large 

front windows. 

She looked, but she did not compre¬ 
hend what she saw because her sense 
of awareness was not adequately deve¬ 
loped. No one was moving inside the 
pizza parlor. A man wearing a calf- 
length overcoat, with both his hands 
in his pockets, was behind the counter. 
It looked too much like a robbery in 
progress for me to go inside, so I sug¬ 
gested we wait in the car. After a 
minute or so of observation, I saw the 
man in the overcoat remove both hands 
from his pockets, and the employees 
behind the counter begin to talk to him 
as he walked back and forth. It wasn’t 
a robbery, just an off duty employee 
wearing a funky coat visiting with his 
friends. Being observant and analyz¬ 
ing what I saw only took one short 
minute out of my life, but that minute 
may have kept us from walking into 
the middle of an armed robbery. 

2) LOWER YOUR PROFILE. Do 
women contribute to their own victimi¬ 
zation by attracting the attention of 
a potential rapist? Statistics indicate 
that nearly 90 percent of rapists live 
in the same neighborhood as their vic¬ 
tims, raising the question of whether 
a pre-attack selection process may pre¬ 
cede the actual rape. Many convicted 
rapists have expressed the sentiment 
that, “she wanted it” or “she was 
asking for it.” This is, of course, a per¬ 
ception that exists in the mind of the 
rapists, not necessarily in reality. 

Your profile is more than your 
appearance. It includes your vulner¬ 
ability and your perceived ability to 
defend yourself. If you jog in isolated 
areas, park in enclosed structures or 
on dark streets, think about your pro¬ 
file as an attractive victim and see if

you can modify your routine to make 
yourself a more difficult target for a 
potential rapist. 

3) LEARN HOW TO RECOGNIZE 
AND AVOID POTENTIALLY DAN¬ 
GEROUS SITUATIONS. Recognizing 
a potentially dangerous situation 
without taking action to avoid becom¬ 
ing involved in it is asking to be vic¬ 
timized. I had a friend who saved her¬ 
self from being kidnapped off the 
streets of Bogota, Columbia, by run¬ 
ning across the street and into a taxi 
after she realized that two men where 
closing in on her. Once in the cab, she 
saw the men put their guns back under 
their coats, confirming her estimation 
of the situation. 

Once we’ve increased our awareness, 
we’ll have a fairly good idea of what 
looks normal and what looks hinky. 
The big question is why do we let our 
logical mind overrule our sixth sense 
and continue on a path that is uncom¬ 
fortable. The majority of victims I’ve 
interviewed indicate that they felt 
something was wrong, but continued 
on anyway. If you see a situation 
developing that makes you feel uncom¬ 
fortable, don’t go further into it. 
Immediately do whatever is necessary 
to remove yourself from the perceived 
threat. 

4) MAKE THE PROPER RE¬ 
SPONSE IF CONFRONTED. If some¬ 
one points a gun at you and demands 
your purse, this isn’t the time to show 
him what you learned in your karate 
class. Nothing in your purse is worth 
your life. If you are attacked by a 
rapist, on the other hand, you should 
be thinking about escape. There are 
very few situations that can’t be 
escaped from. The key is in knowing 
what to do and when to do it. Before 


you move you must kave tke confidence 
that you have the knowledge and skill 
to execute the proper responses. You 
must then develop a primary plan, and 
an alternate, in case the primary one 
doesn’t work. If you have mentally 
practiced “What if’ scenarios ahead 
of time, all this takes only a second 
or two. You put the plan into effect at 
the best possible time — even if you 
have to wait to do it. The question you 
need to ask yourself is, “Is it possible 
to simply run away, or will I have to 
disable the attacker first?” 

In my classes many women have said 
to me, “Oh, I could never do that,” 
when I demonstrated disabling tech¬ 
niques. If you are one of these people, 
now is the time to begin preparing 
yourself psychologically to deal with 
the consequences of being raped, or 
develop your confidence in the passive 
skills required to talk the rapist out 
of completing the act. 

For those of you who are either 
unwilling or unable to use physical vio¬ 
lence against your attacker, you need 
this very important piece of advice: 
Even though you are not physically in 
charge of the situation, you must put 
yourself in psychological command. 
This a very important concept that is 
used in hostage survival training. If 
you submit to the rapist, do it because 
you considered all the other possibil¬ 
ities and CHOSE that one as the best 
or only way to insure your survival. 
This may sound a bit simplistic but 
it will greatly reduce the anguish, self- 
loathing and feelings of worthlessness 
that often plague rape victims long 
after the attack. 

For the rest of you, who say, “Yes, 
I could hurt someone who is trying to 
rape me,” I want to share an effective 
means of escape that dramatically 
demonstrates the superiority of lever¬ 
age, body dynamics, speed and deci-

siveness over size, strength and weight. 

Because I only demonstrate disarm¬ 
ing techniques in person, I will ask 
you to assume that your attacker is 
unarmed. What is the worst possible 
situation you can imagine yourself in? 
Visualize the attacker on top of you. 
He has you pinned to the ground by 
the shoulders or by the arms. When 
put in this position, most women admit 
that they feel psychologically defeated, 
helpless and completely intimidated by 
the man’s greater weight. But in fact, 
is IS possible to counter attack from 
this position. However, if you are still 
on your feet, never voluntarily go to 
the ground. It is far easier to escape 
and run when you are already on your 
feet. 

At this point you have prepared your¬ 
self psychologically to disable, perhaps 
permanently, this creature who is 
preparing to deal the most emotion¬ 
ally crippling blow of your life. Once 
you begin your attack, don’t stop, or 
let up until he is disabled and you can 
safely escape. You begin the attack in 
one of two ways: by blinding him or 
crushing his testicles. 

If you choose to attack his eyes, don’t 
use two fingers in the manner of the 
Three Stooges. Use your thumbs. Reach 
up gently with both hands as if you 
intend to pull his face closer to yours. 
Lock your fingers behind his jaw and 
press your thumbs into his eye sockets 
with all your strength. Your thumbs 
should enter near the nose and drive 
back into the eye socket. You need to 
be aware that this is a lethal force 
event and there is a slight possibility 
that this move may cause death. Most 
likely, however, it will only disable the 
attacker, causing temporary blindness. 
I recommend this technique only when 
you are in fear of bodily harm, and 
you feel you have no other option. 


If you choose the testicle crushing 
option, you need to appear compliant 
enough that as you gently reach for 
his groin he will be expecting some¬ 
thing of a more affectionate nature. 
When you grasp the testicles, imagine 
them as a handful of soft dough. Crush 
that dough until it squeezes out 
between your fingers. This technique 
will instantaneously disable the 
attacker but is unlikely to result in 
permanent damage. It may produce 
unconsciousness, or at least a complete 
loss of muscular control, so be prepared 
to execute the next move which will 
get you out from under him. 

Regardless of which option you have 
chosen, blinding the attacker or crush¬ 
ing his testicles, your next move will 
be to roll free. Remember this is a 
leverage movement, not a strength 
movement. The following movements 
are executed simultaneously, but I will 
describe them one at a time. You are 
going to roll out from under the rapist. 
If you want to roll to the right, bring 
your left knee up as far as it will go, 
keeping your foot flat on the floor. You 
now have the leverage to roll by shov¬ 
ing off with your left leg. 

At the same time grab his arms for 
stability as you roll. If he has your 
arms pinned to the ground, pull them 
into your body He will not be able to 
stop you. Reach across your body with 
your right hand and grab his right 
wrist. Now use your left arm and leg 
to propel yourself over. You will be 
amazed at how easily he will roll off 
of you. Continue your roll until you 
are over him, then drive your knee 
into his groin and smash a hammer 
fist into his neck. Don’t use the John 
Wayne, knuckle fist, but imagine you 
are holding an ice pick in your fist 
and. are driving it into his neck.

is a smashing move, as if you are driv¬ 
ing a nail with a hammer or chopping 
wood with an axe. 

Now is not the time to stay around 
unleashing gratuitous violence on the 
disabled attacker. Spring to your feet 
and escape. Despite what you may have 
heard elsewhere, don’t yell, “Fire.” 
Don’t attempt to form any words at all 
— just scream, and run for all you 
are worth. 

This is just one of many ways that 
a confident and properly trained wo¬ 
man can escape from a physically more 
powerful attacker. Hopefully you, as 
the victim, would have had the oppor¬ 
tunity to escape before the situation 
got to this point. The self-defense sys¬ 
tem I teach in my personal security 
classes is based on a graduated re¬ 
sponse to an escalating threat. It 
emphasizes the importance of balance, 
leverage, body dynamics, speed and 
decisiveness to successfully execute 
any self-defense technique. 

Regardless of your level of skill in 
self-defense tactics, there is one crit¬ 
ical element that is the basis of any 
successful encounter, and that is ATTI¬ 
TUDE. You must have the WILL TO 
SURVIVE and the WILL TO WIN. You 
must have the confidence in yourself 
and your training to know that you 
can do it. Students trained m the 
traditional martial arts often have 
difficulty making the transition to a 
purely real-world, no-holds-barred 
defensive fighting system. This is 
because they have been schooled in a 
system based on form and rules rather 
than results. 

When you are defending yourself 
you have to do whatever is required 
to win. As my friend, George Williams, 
founder of the WILLIAMS DEFENSE 
SYSTEM and coordinator of the Officer 
Safety and Field Tactics program at 
the California Specialized Training 
Institute in San Luis Obispo says 
when speaking of life-threatening sit¬ 
uations: “Always cheat and always 
win, ALWAYS.” •

The “US. Carbine, Caliber .30 Ml,” 
as it was officially known, was deve¬ 
loped by Winchester and invented by 
Winchester designer David Marshall 
“Carbine” Williams, whose ingenious, 
simple “short stroke piston” design 
was an inspiration he had while work¬ 
ing on a prison chain gang. 

The government made an order of 
350,000 Ml Carbines from Winchester 
in November of 1941, just after the 
rifle passed government testing. More 
than 6.3 million of the carbines and 
their variants the paratrooper folding 
stock model M1A1 and select-fire M2 
and M3 were made, with Winchester 
producing a total of more than 800,000 
and the rest coming from several other 
manufacturers. 

This light, handy little rifle was 
intended to replace the pistols used 
by noncommissioned officers, special 
troops and company grade officers. It 
soon became a very popular choice 
with many of the U.S. troops and their 
allies. The Ml Carbine was widely 
used in World War II, the Korean War 
and the earty stages of the Vietnam 
War. 

Weighing only a little over 5 pounds 
empty and producing a muzzle veloc¬ 
ity of around 2,300 feet per second the 
carbine's military specification 110- 
grain jacketed round nose bullet hits 


its targets with a force which has been 

compared with the .38 Special caliber 

handgun bullets. 

Iver Johnson loaned us a Stars & 
Stripes carbine and a Tfexas Army 
National Guard carbine for evaluation. 
Several of us on the staff of ASG own 
used military surplus Ml Carbines and 
are familiar with their operation and 
shooting abilities. 

In handling and test firing these new 
versions of this venerable service and 
now popular civilian firearm, I’m 
pleased to say that we gave them high 
marks in comparison with their older 
WW H era brethren which we own. 

The stocks on the new guns are 
really nice, quite a difference with 
the rather beat-up wood stock on my 
surplus carbine. Aside from their new¬ 
ness, however, they are identical to 
our surplus carbines and all their 
parts, being full military specification, 
are interchangeable with those of any

other genuine military Ml Carbine. 

It’s a good bet that many if not most 
of the more than 6 million military 
surplus Ml Carbines are now in civil¬ 
ian hands in this country. These rifles 
and their cartridge are very versatile 
and are widely used for hunting, de¬ 
fense and sport shooting. 

We test fired the carbines with 
some cheap Filipino and American 
Eagle (Federal) 110-grain .30 Carbine 
ammunition. 

The newness of the guns was evident 
as we took them out of the box and 
began working the actions and firing 
them. Both rifles were a little stiff at 
first. A couple of times as I drew the 
bolt back to chamber a round the oper¬ 
ating rod would stick and it took a lit¬ 
tle patience and perseverance to get 
the rifle in battery, but each time this 
was accomplished. As we handled and 
shot them more, the actions became 
smoother to operate. There were a few 
jams and misfires using the Filipino

(Arms Corporation of the Philippines) 
ammo. When we switched to the Amer¬ 
ican Eagle stuff well into our test fir¬ 
ing session, these troubles disappeared, 
indicating the problems were the result 
of the ammunition and not the guns. 
Accuracy was much better with the 
American ammo as well. 

Initial firing for groups showed that 
the rifles were firing high and to the 
right of the point of aim. Inspection 
of the rear sights showed that both were 
not properly centered. Once this was 
done, the point of aim and point of 
impact were much closer. 

Shooting fairly quickly with shoul¬ 
der aimed firing from about 65 yards 
yielded groups in the 6-inch range with 
the Filipino ammo. Shoulder aimed fire 
from 25 yards with the American Eagle 
ammo provided a 2V^-inch group — 
about as tight a group at this distance 
as I’ve ever shot with any Ml Carbine. 

In summary, we were pleased with 
these Iver Johnson carbines and find 
them to rank with the best of our sur¬ 
plus military Ml Carbines. 

Suggested retail for either commem¬ 
orative rifle is $384.95. Iver Johnson 
can provide phone numbers of distribu¬ 
tors for each of the 26 National Guard 
commemorative rifles.

asked as I motioned toward the large 

front windows. 

She looked, but she did not compre¬ 
hend what she saw because her sense 
of awareness was not adequately deve¬ 
loped. No one was moving inside the 
pizza parlor. A man wearing a calf- 
length overcoat, with both his hands 
in his pockets, was behind the counter. 
It looked too much like a robbery in 
progress for me to go inside, so I sug¬ 
gested we wait in the car. After a 
minute or so of observation, I saw the 
man in the overcoat remove both hands 
from his pockets, and the employees 
behind the counter begin to talk to him 
as he walked back and forth. It wasn’t 
a robbery, just an off duty employee 
wearing a funky coat visiting with his 
friends. Being observant and analyz¬ 
ing what I saw only took one short 
minute out of my life, but that minute 
may have kept us from walking into 
the middle of an armed robbery. 

2) LOWER YOUR PROFILE. Do 
women contribute to their own victimi¬ 
zation by attracting the attention of 
a potential rapist? Statistics indicate 
that nearly 90 percent of rapists live 
in the same neighborhood as their vic¬ 
tims, raising the question of whether 
a pre-attack selection process may pre¬ 
cede the actual rape. Many convicted 
rapists have expressed the sentiment 
that, “she wanted it” or “she was 
asking for it.” This is, of course, a per¬ 
ception that exists in the mind of the 
rapists, not necessarily in reality. 

Your profile is more than your 
appearance. It includes your vulner¬ 
ability and your perceived ability to 
defend yourself. If you jog in isolated 
areas, park in enclosed structures or 
on dark streets, think about your pro¬ 
file as an attractive victim and see if

you can modify your routine to make 
yourself a more difficult target for a 
potential rapist. 

3) LEARN HOW TO RECOGNIZE 
AND AVOID POTENTIALLY DAN¬ 
GEROUS SITUATIONS. Recognizing 
a potentially dangerous situation 
without taking action to avoid becom¬ 
ing involved in it is asking to be vic¬ 
timized. I had a friend who saved her¬ 
self from being kidnapped off the 
streets of Bogota, Columbia, by run¬ 
ning across the street and into a taxi 
after she realized that two men where 
closing in on her. Once in the cab, she 
saw the men put their guns back under 
their coats, confirming her estimation 
of the situation. 

Once we’ve increased our awareness, 
we’ll have a fairly good idea of what 
looks normal and what looks hinky. 
The big question is why do we let our 
logical mind overrule our sixth sense 
and continue on a path that is uncom¬ 
fortable. The majority of victims I’ve 
interviewed indicate that they felt 
something was wrong, but continued 
on anyway. If you see a situation 
developing that makes you feel uncom¬ 
fortable, don’t go further into it. 
Immediately do whatever is necessary 
to remove yourself from the perceived 
threat. 

4) MAKE THE PROPER RE¬ 
SPONSE IF CONFRONTED. If some¬ 
one points a gun at you and demands 
your purse, this isn’t the time to show 
him what you learned in your karate 
class. Nothing in your purse is worth 
your life. If you are attacked by a 
rapist, on the other hand, you should 
be thinking about escape. There are 
very few situations that can’t be 
escaped from. The key is in knowing 
what to do and when to do it. Before 


you move you must have the confidence 

that you have the knowledge and skill 
to execute the proper responses. You 
must then develop a primary plan, and 
an alternate, in case the primary one 
doesn’t work. If you have mentally 
practiced “What if’ scenarios ahead 
of time, all this takes only a second 
or two. You put the plan into effect at 
the best possible time — even if you 
have to wait to do it. The question you 
need to ask yourself is, “Is it possible 
to simply run away, or will I have to 
disable the attacker first?” 

In my classes many women have said 
to me, “Oh, I could never do that,” 
when I demonstrated disabling tech¬ 
niques. If you are one of these people, 
now is the time to begin preparing 
yourself psychologically to deal with 
the consequences of being raped, or 
develop your confidence in the passive 
skills required to talk the rapist out 
of completing the act. 

For those of you who are either 
unwilling or unable to use physical vio¬ 
lence against your attacker, you need 
this very important piece of advice: 
Even though you are not physically in 
charge of the situation, you must put 
yourself in psychological command. 
This a very important concept that is 
used in hostage survival training. If 
you submit to the rapist, do it because 
you considered all the other possibil¬ 
ities and CHOSE that one as the best 
or onty way to insure your survival. 
This may sound a bit simplistic but 
it will greatly reduce the anguish, self- 
loathing and feelings of worthlessness 
that often plague rape victims long 
after the attack. 

For the rest of you, who say, “Yes, 
I could hurt someone who is trying to 
rape me,” I want to share an effective 
means of escape that dramatically 
demonstrates the superiority of lever¬ 
age, body dynamics, speed and deci-

siveness over size, strength and weight. 

Because I only demonstrate disarm¬ 
ing techniques in person, I will ask 
you to assume that your attacker is 
unarmed. What is the worst possible 
situation you can imagine yourself in? 
Visualize the attacker on top of you. 
He has you pinned to the ground by 
the shoulders or by the arms. When 
put in this position, most women admit 
that they feel psychologically defeated, 
helpless and completely intimidated by 
the man’s greater weight. But in fact, 
is IS possible to counter attack from 
this position. However, if you are still 
on your feet, never voluntarily go to 
the ground. It is far easier to escape 
and run when you are already on your 
feet. 

At this point you have prepared your¬ 
self psychologically to disable, perhaps 
permanently, this creature who is 
preparing to deal the most emotion¬ 
ally crippling blow of your life. Once 
you begin your attack, don’t stop, or 
let up until he is disabled and you can 
safely escape. You begin the attack in 
one of two ways: by blinding him or 
crushing his testicles. 

If you choose to attack his eyes, don’t 
use two fingers in the manner of the 
Three Stooges. Use your thumbs. Reach 
up gently with both hands as if you 
intend to pull his face closer to yours. 
Lock your fingers behind his jaw and 
press your thumbs into his eye sockets 
with all your strength. Your thumbs 
should enter near the nose and drive 
back into the eye socket. You need to 
be aware that this is a lethal force 
event and there is a slight possibility 
that this move may cause death. Most 

likely, however, it will only disable the 

attacker, causing temporary blindness. 
I recommend this technique only when 
you are in fear of bodily harm, and 
you feel you have no other option. 


If you choose the testicle crushing 
option, you need to appear compliant 
enough that as you gently reach for 
his groin he will be expecting some¬ 
thing of a more affectionate nature. 
When you grasp the testicles, imagine 
them as a handful of soft dough. Crush 
that dough until it squeezes out 
between your fingers. This technique 
will instantaneously disable the 
attacker but is unlikely to result in 
permanent damage. It may produce 
unconsciousness, or at least a complete 
loss of muscular control, so be prepared 
to execute the next move which will 
get you out from under him. 

Regardless of which option you have 
chosen, blinding the attacker or crush¬ 
ing his testicles, your next move will 
be to roll free. Remember this is a 
leverage movement, not a strength 
movement. The following movements 
are executed simultaneously, but I will 
describe them one at a time. You are 
going to roll out from under the rapist. 
If you want to roll to the right, bring 
your left knee up as far as it will go, 
keeping your foot flat on the floor. You 
now have the leverage to roll by shov¬ 
ing off with your left leg. 

At the same time grab his arms for 
stability as you roll. If he has your 
arms pinned to the ground, pull them 
into your body. He will not be able to 
stop you. Reach across your body with 
your right hand and grab his right 
wrist. Now use your left arm and leg 
to propel yourself over. You will be 
amazed at how easily he will roll off 
of you. Continue your roll until you 
are over him, then drive your knee 
into his groin and smash a hammer 
fist into his neck. Don’t use the John 
Wayne, knuckle fist, but imagine you 
are holding an ice pick in your fist 
and are driving it into his neck. This

Students trained in the 
traditional martial arts often have 
difficulty making the transition to a 
purely real-world, no-holds-barred 
defensive fighting system. This is 
because they have been schooled in a 
system based on form and rules rather 
than results. 

When you are defending yourself 
you have to do whatever is required 
to win. As my friend, George Williams, 
founder of the WILLIAMS DEFENSE 
SYSTEM and coordinator of the Officer 
Safety and Field Tactics program at 
the California Specialized Training 
Institute in San Luis Obispo says 
when speaking of life-threatening sit¬ 
uations: “Always cheat and always 
win, ALWAYS.” •

Both the Stars & Stripes and Na¬ 
tional Guard carbines have a gold-filled 
engraving on the slide with the words 
“1941-1991 50” ANNIVERSARY”. 

The “U.S. Carbine, Caliber .30 Ml,” 
as it was officially known, was deve¬ 
loped by Winchester and invented by 
Winchester designer David Marshall 
“Carbine” Williams, whose ingenious, 
simple “short stroke piston” design 
was an inspiration he had while work¬ 
ing on a prison chain gang. 

The government made an order of 
350,000 Ml Carbines from Winchester 
in November of 1941, just after the 
rifle passed government testing. More 
than 6.3 million of the carbines and 
their variants the paratrooper folding 
stock model M1A1 and select-fire M2 
and M3 were made, with Winchester 
producing a total of more than 800,000 
and the rest coming from several other 
manufacturers. 

This light, handy little rifle was 
intended to replace the pistols used 
by noncommissioned officers, special 
troops and company grade officers. It 
soon became a very popular choice 
with many of the U.S. troops and their 
allies. The Ml Carbine was widely 
used in World War II, the Korean War 
and the early stages of the Vietnam 
War. 

Weighing only a little over 5 pounds 
empty and producing a muzzle veloc¬ 
ity of around 2,300 feet per second the 
carbine’s military specification 110- 
grain jacketed round nose bullet hits 


its targets with a force which has been 

compared with the .38 Special caliber 

handgun bullets. 

Iver Johnson loaned us a Stars & 
Stripes carbine and a Tfexas Army 
National Guard carbine for evaluation. 
Several of us on the staff of ASG own 
used military surplus M1 Carbines and 
are familiar with their operation and 
shooting abilities. 

In handling and test firing these new 
versions of this venerable service and 
now popular civilian firearm, I’m 
pleased to say that we gave them high 
marks in comparison with their older 
WW II-era brethren which we own. 

The stocks on the new guns are 
really nice, quite a difference with 
the rather beat-up wood stock on my 
surplus carbine. Aside from their new¬ 
ness, however, they are identical to 
our surplus carbines and all their 
parts, being full military specification, 
are interchangeable with those of any

other genuine military Ml Carbine. 

It’s a good bet that many if not most 
of the more than 6 million military 
surplus Ml Carbines are now in civil¬ 
ian hands in this country. These rifles 
and their cartridge are very versatile 
and are widely used for hunting, de¬ 
fense and sport shooting. 

We test fired the carbines with 
some cheap Filipino and American 
Eagle (Federal) 110-grain .30 Carbine 
ammunition. 

The newness of the guns was evident 
as we took them out of the box and 
began working the actions and firing 
them. Both rifles were a little stiff at 
first. A couple of times as I drew the 
bolt back to chamber a round the oper¬ 
ating rod would stick and it took a lit¬ 
tle patience and perseverance to get 
the rifle in battery, but each time this 
was accomplished. As we handled and 
shot them more, the actions became 
smoother to operate. There were a few 
jams and misfires using the Filipino

(Arms Corporation of the Philippines) 
ammo. When we switched to the Amer¬ 
ican Eagle stuff well into our test fir¬ 
ing session, these troubles disappeared, 
indicati ng the problems were the result 
of the ammunition and not the guns. 
Accuracy was much better with the 
American ammo as well. 

Initial firing for groups showed that 
the rifles were firing high and to the 
right of the point of aim. Inspection 
of the rear sights showed that both were 
not properly centered. Once this was 
done, the point of aim and point of 
impact were much closer. 

Shooting fairly quickly with shoul¬ 
der aimed firing from about 65 yards 
yielded groups in the 6-inch range with 
the Filipino ammo. Shoulder aimed fire 
from 25 yards with the American Eagle 
ammo provided a 2 y 2 -inch group — 
about as tight a group at this distance 
as I’ve ever shot with any Ml Carbine. 

In summary, we were pleased with 
these Iver Johnson carbines and find 
them to rank with the best of our sur¬ 
plus military Ml Carbines. 

Suggested retail for either commem¬ 
orative rifle is $384.95. Iver Johnson 
can provide phone numbers of distribu¬ 
tors for each of the 26 National Guard 
commemorative rifles.

Dear Mr. Davison, Your personal 
Declaration of Militia Membership was 
received by certified mail and was for¬ 
warded to the Military Department for 
reply It is on file with the Oregon Mili¬ 
tary Department and while interesting 
it is not necessary. The Federal Militia 
Act to which you refer was 1792 and 
its general provisions were relatively 
unchanged until “The Dick Act” of 
1903. The Dick Act substantially 
changed and took the place of the 
Militia Act of 1792. All the old pro¬ 
visions for enrolling all male citizens 
18 A5 and for keeping personal weapons 
on hand for military purposes were 
eliminated. In essence, the “ unor¬ 
ganized militia” became the demo¬ 
graphic base for Selective Service. By 
receipt of this document, the State of 
Oregon neither endorses nor sanctions 
your claims of membership in the 
militia or Second Amendment rights.

ABCs of First Aid 

In the article “Remote Medical 
Treatment,” (May 1991) there is a small 
but important inaccuracy. The author 
writes on page 64, “This is urgent first 
aid and consists of checking, restoring 
and stabilizing the ABCs: Airway, 
Bleeding, Circulation” The standard 
meaning of ABC in emergency medi¬ 
cine is: Airway, Breathing, and Cir¬ 
culation. The use of the term “ABC” 
is relevant to every level of emergency 
medical training from basic first aid 
to paramedic. Every source I was able 
to check listed Breathing, not Bleed¬ 
ing, as the meaning for the “B” in 
ABC. Airway comes first only because 
without a patent airway effective 
breathing is impossible. During air¬ 
way assessment the mouth and visible 
portion of the throat are checked for 
blockage by the tongue, blood, vomi- 
tus, or other material. Breathing is 


attended to immediately upon confir¬ 
mation of airway patency. Breathing 
comes before bleeding or any other 
injury because within four to six min¬ 
utes after being deprived of oxygen, 
brain damage, quickly followed by 
brain death, occurs. Circulation also 
comes before bleeding. If oxygenated 
blood is not being circulated to the 
vital organs the patient will soon die. 
Bleeding is fourth, not second, on the 
list of priorities. While often times 
dramatic, bleeding wounds are seldom 
as life threatening as the inability to 
breath or to adequately circulate blood 
to the vital organs.

The Power Of Fear 

By Marc Brutschy ‘Public opinion with regard to our guns must be changed!’. . . 



ZI. MAC-10. AK-47. 

What is it about the mere men¬ 
tion of these weapons that strikes ter¬ 
ror into the heart of the average anti¬ 
gunner? So much so that these guns 
are rapidly becoming legendary as 
symbols of fear — a fear which is 
becoming stronger and more irrational 
each day. The media is consumed with 
it. Politicians are controlled by it. Fear 
is running rampant in our society and 
gun control is the obvious result. 

If we wish to preserve the right to 
private gun ownership in this country, 
we must understand the origin of this 
fear and learn how to use it to our 
advantage. 

We must first understand the nature 
of the anti-gunner before planning our 
strategy. If we examine the culture of 
our country as it existed 100 or more 
years ago, we would find that a fear 
of firearms did not exist — rather, the 
reverse was true. Firearms were con¬ 
sidered intrinsic to the survival of 
families who settled the frontier. Much 
as an axe or a plow, a gun was seen 
as a tool for daily survival. It pro¬ 
vided food, rid farms of pests, and 
enabled families to defend themselves 
against intruders, both wild animal 
and human. 

What has changed? 

The way we live, more than anything 
else. The mass exodus to large cities, 
which is still going on, and the advent 
of modern technology have led to a 


populace which is utterly dependent 
upon its government for life sustain¬ 
ing services such as food production, 
medical care, and especially self 
defense. How many city dwellers are 
able to make their own clothing, build 
their own shelters, or make their own 
bread out of wheat they harvested 
themselves? 

So then why are we surprised that 
so many people in modern society are 
totally unfamiliar with firearms? Yet 
this is where their fear and hatred of 
guns first begins! People are naturally 
afraid of things they do not under¬ 
stand. And such is the fear that a 
loaded gun can inspire that many peo¬ 
ple cannot bear to be in the same 
room with one. No one is pointing it 
at them. They are afraid of the gun 
itself. No longer perceived as a tool 
for their survival, it has become a 
threat to it. 

Add to this the media’s shameless 
desire to capitalize on fear by sensa¬ 
tionalizing every crime involving a 
gun, as well as many politicians’ venal 
penchant for promoting public terror 
in exchange for votes, and the picture 
is complete. The fear has become self- 
perpetuating. 

What can be done about it? 

Public opinion with regard to guns 
must be changed. It is the single most 
basic element in the war against gun 
control. Politicians who support gun 


bans can be voted out of office only 
if the majority of the people oppose 
their policies. The anti-gun media will 
lose its monopoly on information and 
its grip on the hearts and minds of the 
people only when the majority of 
Americans recognize gun control propa¬ 
ganda for the hype that it really is. 
And public opinion is the key to obtain¬ 
ing that majority. 

But how do we change public opin¬ 
ion? There are two ways. One is to con¬ 
trol the media. By presenting the pub¬ 
lic with only that information which 
supports a certain view, that view 
becomes public opinion. Unfortunately, 
the media is presently controlled by 
gun control advocates. 

There is a reason for this. 

The media is a business in the most 
callous sense of the word. Anything 
that boosts ratings gets top priority. 
And guess what? Fear sells. Fear of 
death, fear of guns. The will to survive 
is one of the strongest human instincts. 
Tap into it on a large scale, and you 
control public opinion. 

Hard as it is to accept, gun control 
groups have so far used fear as a 
weapon more effectively than we have. 
They control the media and refuse to 
allow equal time for opposing points 
of view. It has become an uphill strug¬ 
gle, and winning it will be anything 
but easy. (See “Media Boycotts,” Jan. 
1991 ASG.) 

But there is yet another way to 
change public opinion. And it is far 
too powerful to ignore. 

A grassroots campaign. 

It would be directed solely at people 
who do not own guns , and its aim 
would be to convince them of the crucial 
importance of becoming gun owners 
themselves. Think about it. People who 
own guns do not feel threatened by 
them. Once a person becomes a gun 
owner, they will naturally see gins as 
necessary to their security and sur¬ 
vival. And they will oppose gun control! 

But isn’t this trying to accomplish 
the impossible? What argument could 
possibly compel someone who fears and 
despises guns to become a gun owner? 
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Surprisingly, such an argument does 
exist. And it has a better chance of 
changing an anti-gunner’s point of view 
than any other argument — precisely 
because it, too, is based on fear. The 
same fear that causes people to hate 
guns, and those who own them, in the 
first place. 

Before we discuss it, though, we 
should examine a couple of common 
arguments against gun control and 
understand why they have been ineffec¬ 
tive in persuading the public that guns 
should not be banned. 

Valid vs« Compelling — There is a 
difference, a very great one, between 
an argument which is correct and one 
which is able to change someone’s 
mind. A perfect case in point is the 
argument that gun control poses a 
great threat to freedom and liberty in 
the country. Yes, there is an enormous 
amount of historical evidence to sup¬ 
port this argument as the tragic events 
in China and Lithuania have shown, 
but I have yet to see a single anti¬ 
gunner purchase a firearm in order to 
prevent tyranny. Why is this? 

People who do not own guns have 
entrusted their personal safety, and the 
safety of their families, to their govern¬ 
ment. Tb suggest to them that America 
might ever degenerate into tyranny, 
become their enemy, is more than they 
are willing to believe. It threatens and 
undermines their sense of security. 
They don’t want to believe it, and so 
they don’t. Avoid using this argument 
on anti-gunners. Freedom makes them 
feel insecure, especially the freedom to 
own a gun. 

This brings us to the 2nd Amend¬ 
ment guarantee of the right to bear 
arms. Yes, I know. This is a perfectly 
valid argument, as pro-gun people see 
it, but it is an abstract and intellec¬ 
tual one. Understand that these peo¬ 
ple are afraid , terrified of guns and 
the threat to their safety that they 
perceive guns to be. They know what 
they want the Constitution to say —if 
they have to alter its meaning, they will. 
And they don’t give a damn about what 
James Madison wrote in Federalist 46, 
either. They are sure that, if we just 
get rid of all the guns, everyone will 
be safe. 

Do you begin to see what we are up 
against? 

Such is the power of fear that the 
only argument that will change the 
mind of the anti-gunner is itself based 
on fear — but not a fear of guns. 

A fear of not having a gun. 

This is the scene. 


It is past midnight and a man is 
suddenly awakened by the sound of 
glass breaking from the downstairs 
floor of his home. While his wife grabs 
their two-month-old daughter up in her 
arms, he quickly turns the flimsy lock 
on the bedroom door. 

There are voices coming from the 
floor below, and then the sound of foot¬ 
steps on the stairs. He fumbles in the 
dark for the phone to call the police, 
but there is no dial tone. The intruders 
have already taken the extension off 
the hook. There is no time to escape 
through the window — someone is try¬ 
ing to force open the bedroom door. 

His wife is sobbing, pleading with 
him to do something. There is a crash 
against the door and the sickening 
sound of wood splintering. In a state 
of panic, he looks around for something, 
anything to use as a weapon, but he 
knows with painful certainty that he, 
and his family, are utterly helpless. 

We can only ask ourselves: 

’What would this man have given for 
a loaded 12-gauge shotgun and the skill 
to use it? 

Perhaps the victims of scenarios like 
the one above will become gun owners, 
if they manage to survive. Fear will 
see to it. Fear of being helpless, of not 
having a gun. Never again will they 
allow themselves to live in fear once 
they discover that peace of mind is 
thrown in for free with the purchase 
of a firearm for self defense. 

But the cost of learning this lesson 
is much too high. 

Readers of ASG already know that 
preparedness is the key to survival. The 
average non-gun-owner can be made 
to understand this, too. Everyone wants 
to defend their family against crimi¬ 
nal aggression, and a gun is the single 
most effective way of doing so. It is the 
duty of every gun owner to make this 
clear to their non-gun-owning friends. 
And by doing so, convert their fear of 
guns into a fear of not having a gun., 

But it is important to start off 
properly. Avoid discussing self defense 
with anyone who, for whatever reason, 
could not take a human life even to 
save their own. Respect their views and 
move on to someone who fears guns, 
but fears violent criminals even more. 
Do not try to terrify them with crime 
statistics, or deride them for failing to 
defend their family. Instead, let them 
know you identify with their concerns. 
Whenever the subject of violent crime 

comes up, use it as an opportunity to 
express your interest in home security, 
and your desire to protect your family. 
Then mention how purchasing (or own¬ 


ing) a firearm has given you tremen¬ 
dous peace of mind, and that you 
wouldn’t feel secure now without it. 

Ask them if they own a gun. 

If not, offer to help them if they 
ever decide to purchase one. Be patient 
and do not try to convert them to gun 
ownership in a single day. Allow time 
for the idea to take shape in their 
mind. 

Bring up the subject in a casual way 
every now and then to remind them. 
If they appear interested in using a 
gun for self defense, by all means offer 
to help them learn about guns. Invite 
them to the range to fire the guns you 
own, teach them about gun safety, 
make it easy for them to make gun 
ownership part of their lives. Thke 
pains to demystify firearms jargon 
for them. Lend them your books and 
magazines about guns so that they can 
learn on their own. 

Above all, avoid the desire to boost 
your own ego by being the “big shot” 
expert on guns. Your image should be 
of a responsible, average person in¬ 
terested in self defense. Make reason¬ 
able recommendations regarding the 
selection of firearms, taking the per¬ 
son’s situation into consideration. Voice 
your personal preferences, but don’t try 
to control their final decision. Remem¬ 
ber, the goal is to help them become 
a gun owner — the choice of a gun 
should be left to them. 

Learn everything you can about fire¬ 
arms for self defense. Which guns are 
safest around children? How much 
money do the various types of guns 
cost? What are the laws regarding self 
defense in your state? These things are 
important if you really want to suc¬ 
ceed in convincing people to become 
gun owners, in spite of their fear of 
guns. 

Be patient. It takes time for people 
to change their point of view. But once 
they do, no media campaign will ever 
again be able to persuade them that 
guns should be banned. Guns will have 
become a tool for their survival, and 
an essential part of their security and 
peace of mind. 

Lastly, remember that every person 
you convert counts for two votes: one 
against gun control and the one they 
didn’t place for it. If each of us con¬ 
vinces only one person to become a gun 
owner, support for private ownerships 
of guns in this country will double. 

Fight gun control in every way you 
can, but don't ignore the power of fear. 
Because, as someone once said: “The 
only thing we have to fear is fear 
itself.” •

Specialized Maps

USGS maps and satellite photos contain important 
information for now and future use . .

T HE availability of accurate maps, 
be they ordinary highway maps, 
detailed topographic maps, or local 
city/street maps, can be a barometer 
of a country’s freedom. While most 
Third World countries don’t have the 
resources such as satellites, expensive 
cameras, or qualified personnel to 
produce quality maps, there are deve¬ 
loped and undeveloped countries that 
don’t want their populace to have good 
maps. This paranoid attitude seeps in 
when liberties are at risk. 

The US. Geological Survey (USGS) 
is responsible for the excellent topo¬ 
graphic maps that are available for 
every square inch of the United States. 
These maps feature contour lines 
(usually in brown) that show the shape 
and elevation of the terrain. Rivers 
and water bodies appear in blue and 
man-made objects are colored black. 
These maps, along with a good com¬ 
pass, are what hikers and backpackers 
use to navigate in the backcountry. 

USGS publishes shaded-relief edi¬ 
tions of certain topographic maps to 
show physiographic features of special 


interest for some special maps and for 
some state, antarctic, and national 
park maps. The pictorial effect of such 
maps is emphasized by relief shading 
— a halftone overprint that simulates 
the appearance of sunlight and sha¬ 
dows on the terrain and creates the 
illusion of three-dimensional topogra¬ 
phy. These maps may help a beginner 
learn to read ordinary topographic 
maps. 

Ibpographic-bathymetric maps show 
contour lines with elevations for land 
above sea level and isobaths (depth 
contours) for land below water. These 
maps are used by oceanographers, 
marine geologists, conservationists and 
others interested in coastal zone 
management. 

Geologic maps are of special interest 
to those living in earthquake-prone 
areas. These maps show rock types and 
named geologic units exposed at the 
surface (or inferred to be near the sur¬ 
face), geologic faults, anticlines, syn¬ 
clines and mineral resources. Although 
the major oil and energy companies 
have locked up production of our na¬ 
tion’s energy resources with govern¬ 
ment’s help/hindrance, survivalists 
may one day find maps such as coal 


investigations resource maps, oil and 
gas investigation maps and charts, and 
mineral investigations resource maps 
to be invaluable references. They show 
bedrock geology, stratigraphy, and geo¬ 
graphic distribution of these important 
minerals and energy resources. 

Hydrologic maps show a wide range 
of water-resources information such as 
depth to ground water, floods, irrigated 
acreage, producing aquifers, availabil¬ 
ity of water on Indian lands, surface 
water discharge to oceans, chemical or 
mineral content of water, surface im¬ 
poundments and water temperature. 

Other specialized maps available 
include: World Seismicity Map, Gener¬ 
alized Tectonic Map of North America, 
Coal Fields of the U.S. and thematic 
maps showing: annual sunshine, aver¬ 
age max/min. temperature, major forest 
type, population distribution, natural 
vegetation, etc. 

Satellite Photo Images — Satellite 
maps are available showing infrared 
details of vegetation (usually in red) 
and normal color photographic images. 
We purchased a laminated satellite 
view of the Los Angeles basin showing 
4,000 square miles from space. The 
image is so detailed that you can pick 
out airports, freeways, baseball sta¬ 
diums. commercial and industrial com¬ 
plexes, and even Disneyland which is 
a few miles from ASG offices. These 
maps are available for major cities (New 
York, Boston, Washington D.C., San 
Francisco, San Diego). They provide a 
birds’ eye view of the area and get you 
thinking about possible evacuation and 
future catastrophic events. 

The National Mapping Program 
maintains records of aerial photo¬ 
graphic coverage of the United States 
and its territories. When the program 
began in the 1930s most of the photos 
were black and white. Later use of 
color and color-infrared film was in¬ 
troduced. The National Cartographic 
Information Center, part of the USGS, 
has an index to help you locate which 
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State Geologic Map series. Part 
of the “Geologic Map of Wyoming.”

Ocean Survival Rafts 

A rig which can be dropped by helicopter or fixed-wing aircraft and 
used with hardly any effort by survivors in the water. . .

A new combination of equipment, 
designed to safeguard the lives 
of survivors on the ocean, has been 
announced by a British manufacturer 
of safety devices, RFD Ltd., of Godaim¬ 
ing near London. 

States which are parties to the Inter¬ 
national Convention for the Safety of 
Life at Sea 1974, or the Convention 
on the High Seas 1958, which includes 
the U.S. are required to run search and 
rescue (SAR) organizations. 

Without going into full details of all 
the resources available in the event of 
an emergency, it is enough to say that 
within the scope of air and maritime 
activities, aircraft are specially suita¬ 
ble for covering large areas of ocean. 

The problem is, that although heli¬ 
copters are most useful in picking up 
survivors from vessels, life rafts, and 
the sea, they suffer from limited range 
by comparison with fixed wing planes. 
On the other hand, fixed wing aircraft 
can either fly high to carry out radio 
searches, or low and slow to conduct 
visual searches, but they suffer from 
the disadvantage that once they have 
found the survivors in the ocean they 
cannot pick them up and have to sum¬ 
mon assistance. By the time help 
arrives the survivors may have died 
of exposure. 

The obvious solution to this problem 
is to be able to drop some means of 
preserving the lives of those at risk, 
so that they will last until help arrives 
in the form of a vessel or chopper. This 
is not a new idea, but not all of the 
solutions put forward have been en¬ 
tirely successful for various reasons, 
such as the inability of an exhausted 
survivor to right even the smallest life 
raft in a strong wind. 

Now, however, RFD Ltd. claims to 
have designed a rig which can be 
dropped from either helicopter or fixed 
wing airplane and can be used with 
hardly an physical effort on the part 
of the survivor. There is no doubt that, 
in cold or temperate areas, the length 
of time that a survivor is in the water 
is crucial. This is illustrated by the 
figures below. For example, although 
a survivor with no special protective 
clothing may last as long as 12 hours 
or more in water 15-20 degrees C. 
(60 degrees F.), at lower temperatures 
survival times are very much shorter 
and shock, injury, fatigue and wind 
chill may have a further dramatic 
effect. 

The International Maritime Organi¬ 


zation SAR manual says that life rafts, 
ready packed for dropping, should be 
available for use: 1. When survival 
craft have not been launched success¬ 
fully or have been damaged. 2. When 
survival craft have become unservice¬ 
able. 3. When there are too many sur¬ 
vivors in a survival craft. 4. When 
survivors are in the water. 

Obviously, there are many other occa¬ 
sions which qualify, such as when 
yachtsmen find their boats sinking 
beneath their feet, or when a trawler 
is about to capsize in heavy weather, 
but in all these cases the main aim 
is to keep potential survivors as dry 
as possible for as long as possible. 

The new SAR-Raft has been designed 
to meet certain well-defined criteria, 
i.e., universal application, minimal 
weight and bulk, simple means of 
launching, and easy handling. It can 
be used from most types of fixed wing 
aircraft or helicopter at dropping speeds 
of anything from 70 knots to 140 
knots, from heights of 100-300 feet 
with considerable accuracy. These air¬ 
craft need no modifications and their 
crews need very little special training. 

If the number of survivors 
in the water merits it, then 
a pattern of rafts, all 
interlinked, can be dropped 
using a “sideslip” method of 
helicopter deployment which 
has to be carefully thought 
out in advance. 

What, then does the assembly con¬ 
sist of, and how is it deployed? 

The main component is, obviously, 
the actual raft, which was developed 
for use on North Sea offshore support 
helicopters. It has reversible construc¬ 
tion which eliminates the difficulty of 
righting it if it hits the water upside- 
down, and it has large inflated board¬ 
ing ramps which help waterlogged sur¬ 
vivors to crawl aboard. It comes in 
7-man, 10-15-man, and 14-21-man sizes 
weighing 35 kilograms, 40 kgs., and 
45 kgs. respectively. When dropped into 
water the raft automatically inflates, 
but it has a lock-out safety fitting which 
stops it doing so by accident before 
hand. 

A floating line is led from the raft 
to a small parachute which, on drop¬ 
ping of the raft, pulls out from the raft 
pack the full 150 meters of the poly¬ 
propylene floating line. On the far end 
of this floating line is a flotation bag 
which is colored bright orange and 
automatically inflates on contact with 
the sea. A water activated light on top 


of this bag increases its visibility. 

This then, is the basic system. Tb 
operate it the raft is simply pushed 
from the open door of the aircraft and 
a static line anchored to the plane pulls 
a pin at one end of the life raft pack. 
As the raft falls free the spring vane 
parachute pops out and opens, so that 
as the raft continues to fly forward and 
down the floating line is stretched 
between raft and chute/flotation bag. 
From a height of about 150 feet at a 
aircraft speed of, say, 100 knots, the 
raft would “fly” for about 3 seconds. 
When it hit the water and inflated the 
line should be stretched over the sur¬ 
face from raft to flotation bag. 

So much for the equipment. What 
about the technique? 

There is no point in dropping a raft 
assembly down-wind of the survivor(s) 
because it will simply blow away to 
leeward before it can be boarded. If, 
however, the pilot of the aircraft drops 
a smoke canister to determine wind- 
speed and direction, then the raft 
assembly can be dropped up-wind, so 
that both flotation bag and raft will 
drift to leeward with the flotation rope 
stretched between them. When the rope 
reaches the survivor)s) it is a simple 
matter to haul on it and scramble into 
the raft. It then remains only to inflate 
the canopy for shelter and get tawork 
on the survival rations, etc. 

If the number of survivors in the 
water merits it, then a pattern of rafts, 
all interlinked, can be dropped using 
a “sideslip” method of helicopter 
deployment which has to be carefully 
thought out in advance. 

The RFD company has been, for 
several years, involved in the develop¬ 
ment of a special type of slide, or 
chute, for the rapid evacuation of large 
numbers of passengers from roll-on 
roll-off ferries. The disaster in Zee- 
brugge harbor, involving the loss of 
hundreds of lives triggered a vast 
amount of criticism and complaints 
that passengers were simply not safe 
in the event of another such accident. 
A further catalyst was the recent addi¬ 
tion of what is known as the wave¬ 
piercing catamaran to the cross¬ 
channel fleet of ferries running from 
south coast ports in Britain to Atlan¬ 
tic ports in France. 

The purpose has been to provide spe¬ 
cial slides which can be used to quickly 
transport passengers into waiting life 
rafts. These slides are inflated very 
quickly in emergencies and may have 
twin tracks so that passengers can be 
bailed out much more quickly than 
before. •

Staff Evaluation 

L ightsticks work simply - so 

easily that even a child or an 
infirm adult can use them without 
instruction. Just bend, snap, and shake 
and you have instant, safe lighting. 


Cyalume lightsticks work by means 
of a chemical reaction. When you bend 
the lightstick, a glass ampule breaks 
inside the plastic tube releasing a 
chemical activator (peroxide). This 
activator mixes with a chemical that 
contains a fluorescent compound which 
determines the color of the lightstick. 


Ultra high-intensity lightsticks contain 
a catalyst that promotes a faster reac¬ 
tion and a brighter light. 

For disaster preparation, lightsticks 
can’t be beat. They provide a full 360 
degrees of safe, cool light — no need 
to worry that your light source would 
ignite gas fumes or explosive mater¬ 
ials. Ideal for evacuation in power 
blacked-out office buildings, darkened 
stairways, and to signal for help. Since 
lightsticks are windproof and water¬ 
proof, they can be used at sea by small 
craft such as kayaks and sailboats, 
underwater by scuba teams for search 
or salvaging work, and by police and 
fire personnel for traffic control and 
worker identification. 

Lightsticks will store two to four 
years as long as they stay sealed in 
their foil wrapper. This makes them 
useful for survival and 72 hour kits. 
The chemical solutions inside the light¬ 
stick are non-toxic and will not cause 
injury to the skin or eyes. Just flush 
with water should you accidentally 
break open a lightstick. 

We tested a number of lightsticks and 
compared their brightness and lon¬ 
gevity. Of course the five minute ultra 
hi-intensity international orange won 
hands down for brightness. The hi- 
intensity white and yellow last for a 
good 30 minutes and provide adequate 
light for reading and writing. In fact, 
the 30 minute hi-intensity yellow 
would make a good choice over the 
ultra hi-intensity orange — a little less 
light for six times the light duration 
at a cheaper price. 

The work horses are the 12 hour 
greens. They provide a good strong 
light for three to four hours and then 
a little weaker light for another nine 
hours. Other colors like red and blue 
provide less light and are useful for 
identification rather than area illu¬ 
mination. In the movie Eambo III, Stal¬ 
lone uses a blue lightstick while in a 
cavern under the desert. We have never 
seen blue lightsticks glow that bright 
in person. Blues are probably the dim¬ 
mest lightsticks available. They would 
be useful for a group of night hikers 
(personnel ID), trail marking or equip¬ 
ment identification. 

Cyalume lightsticks are available
